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Police:  No 
reason  to 
charge 
^Strashnov

Police  who  investigated  allega¬ 
tions  of  obstruction  of  justice  in 
the  trial  of  convicted  spy  Nahum 
Manbar  have  decided  that  there  is 
no  reason  to  press  criminal 
charges  against  Tel  Aviv  District 
Court  Judge  Amnon  Strashnov  or 
any  of  the  legal  and  political  per¬ 
sonalities  interrogated. 

But,  in  handing  over  the  file  to 
Attorney-General  Elyakim 
Rubinstein  yesterday,  the  police 
recommended  that  the  ethical 
aspects  of  the  case  be  examined. 

'r  “There  was  no  evidence...  that 
material  relating  to  the  case  was 
passed  from  defense  attorney 
Pninat  Yanai  to  presiding  Judge 
Amnon  Strashnov,”  a  police 
report,  released  last  night,  stated. 
Nor  did  the  police  find  evidence 
-  to  back  allegations  that  Manbar’s 
lawyers  had  used  foul  means  in  an 
attempt  to  prevent  him  from  being 
convicted. 

But  the  report  recommended 
that  “in  the  appropriate  frame¬ 
works,  ethical  aspects  of  the  evi¬ 
dence  collected  be  examined.*’  In 
«^jjis  respect,  the  report  singled  out 
.^e  hiring  of  Yanai,  who  had 
recently  clerked  with  Strashnov, 
by  Manbar’s  lawyers,  Amnon 
Zichroni  andDror  Arad-Eilon^the 
ongoing  friendship  between  Yanai 
and  Strashnov  during  the  trial;  and 
untruths  told  by  Yanai  to  the 
Manbars. 

“We  have  requested  that  certain 
ethical  points  be  looked  at  by  die 
appropriate  bodies...  both  with 
regard  to  Judge  Strashnov  and 
with  regard  lo  advocate  Pninat 
Yanai,  but  also  with  regard  to 
advocates  Zichroni  and  Arad- 
Eilon,**  Lt-Cmdr.  Miri  Golan  said 
p  later,  without  elaborating.

Dow  up  3.3% 

NEW  YORK  (Reuters)  -  US 
stocks  soared  yesterday  after 
Federal  Reserve  Chairman  Alan 
Greenspan  held  Wall  Street's  hand 
and  spoke  of  speedy  action  to 
cushion  America’s  economy  from 
global  contagion. 

The  Dow  Jones  industrial  aver¬ 
age  ended  up  257.21  points,  or 
3.26  percent,  at  8,154.41.  It  was 
the  blue-chip  index's  strongest 
close  since  August  27. 

In  prepared  testimony,  on  the 
global  economy  before  the  Senate 
Budget  Committee,  Greenspan 
said  the  risk  of  a  slowdown  in  the 
domestic  economy  is  more  than 
enough  to  keep  the  lid  on  inflation, 
and  action  is  needed  soon  to  stabi¬ 
lize  contagion  from  the  world’s 
financial  crisis.

PM:  I’m  in  no  rush  to  meet  Arafat

UNITED  NATIONS  -  Prime 
Minister  Binyamin  Netanyahu 
said  yesterday  he  is  not  going  to 
rush  into  meetings  with 
Palestinian  Authority  Chairman 
Yasser  Arafat  unless  there  is  some¬ 
thing  concrete  to  talk  about. 

Arriving  in  New  York  to  address 
the  UN  General  Assembly, 
Netanyahu  went  straight  into  a 
series  of  private  meetings,  first 
with  Egyptian  Foreign  Minister 
Amr  Moussa,  and  later  in  the  day 
with  US  Secretary  of  State 
Madeleine  AlbrigbL 

Both  meetings  focused  on  the 
progress,  or  lack  thereof,  being 
made  on  the  US  proposal  for  a 
troop  withdrawal  from  the  West 
Bank. 

Moussa  did  not  talk  to  the  press 
following  his  brief  session  with 
Netanyahu,  saying  only  that 
“there  are  still  many  issues  to 
work  oul” 

Netanyahu  agreed  there  is  a  lot 
still  to  be  done,  but  added  that 
Israel  and  the  Palestinians  have 
“traveled  quite  some  distance.” 
Not  missing  the  opportunity  to 
point  the  finger  of  blame,  however, 
be  said  the  lack  of  progress  is  due 
solely  to  Palestinian  intransigence. 

”1  think  the  Americans  now 
understand  something  they  may 
not  have  well  understood  before; 
that  is,  dial  we  are  the  ones  itching 
to  move  forward  with  this 
process...  But  progress  is  not  only 
up  to  us  and  the  Americans,”  he 


said  following  his  meeting  with 
Albright. 

“We  have  made  some  progress,” 
Albright  said  after  the  75-minute 
discussion.  “We  have  a  lot  of  work 
to  do.” 

She  is  expected  to  meet  with 
Arafat  this  weekend. 

Netanyahu  stated  forcefully  that 
Israel  cannot  move  forward  as 
long  as  it  fears  “tite  Palestinian 
areas  becoming  one  huge  Hamas 
Islamic  terrorist  base  -  a  base  for 
fundamentalist  extremism  that 
endangers  Israel.” 

Netanyahu  said  that  more  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  Americans  are  hoped 
for,  but  did  not  say  whether  he 
would  be  finally  sitting  down  with 
Arafat. 

“There  is  nothing  specific 
planned,  only  time  will  tell”  be 
said,  adding  that  “I  am  not  really 
pushing  for  a  meeting  with  Arafat, 
but  am  willing.” 

An  Israeli  official  noted  that  it 
seemed  more  likely  that  a  meeting 
between  the  two  would  take  place 
later  this  month  in  Israel,  rather 
than  in  the  atmosphere  of  height¬ 
ened  expectations  being  created  in 
New  York. 

Furthermore,  Netanyahu  warned 
that  if  Arafat  brings  up  the  issue  of 
a  declaration  of  Palestinian  state¬ 
hood  in  his  address  before  the 
General  Assembly  on  Monday  — 
as  is  expected  -  it  will  make 
progress,  including  the  convening 
of  a  joint  meeting,  “very,  very  dif¬ 
ficult.”  -

rejects  talk 
of  deal  with  Clinton 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  House 
Speaker  Newt  Gingrich  yesterday 
rejected  talk  of  an  immediate  deal 
wifa  President  Bill  Clinton  to  avoid 
a  possible  impeachment  inquiry, 
despite  polls  showing  most 
Americans  don’t  want  the  president 
removed  from  office. 

The  White  House  accused 
Gingrich  of  unnecessarily  dragging 
out  the  investigation  into  the 
Monica  Lewinsky  matter. 

“For  anybody  to  talk  about  doing 
anything  before  we  finish  fire  inves¬ 
tigative  process  simply  puts  the  can 
before  the  horse,”  Gingrich  told 
repoitere  following  a  meeting  of 
House  Republican  and  Democratic 
leaders.  “I  don’t  understand  how 
people  can  rush  to  a  solution  before 
they  finish  file  investigation.” 

At  the  While  House,  press  secre¬ 
tary  Mike  McCurry  said  the  idea  of 
a  lesser  punishment,  such  as  a  con¬ 
gressional  censure  and  a  fine,  is  a 
“bipartisan  idea”  that  better  reflects 
public  sentiment. 

McCiirry  said  Gingrich  and  his 
top  lieutenants  appear  mainly  inter¬ 
ested  in  delaying  the  matter  for  par¬ 
tisan  political  advantage. 

Asked  about  pous  showing 


Americans  seem  to  agree,  Gingrich 
said:  “I  think  people  would  be 
frankly  horrified  if  the  Congress 
was  simply  a  polling  institution 
that  enacted  a  grotesque  version  of 
justice  based  on  the  latest  poll  or 
the  latest  talk  show.” 

Republican  and.  Democratic 
sources  said  that  at  (he  meeting. 
Rep.  Richard  Gephardt  urged 
Republicans  to  agree  to  an  expedit¬ 
ed  timetable  for  finishing  the 
impeachment  review.  Several  dates 
were  suggested,  some  before  and 
some  after  the  November  3  elec¬ 
tions. 

Gingrich  brushed  these  aside.  At 
one  paint,  these  sources  said,  he 
replied  that  if  fire  committee  wraps 
up  its  weak  in  90  days,  ffflf  example, 
and  then  fresh  material  surfaces,  the 
process  would  have  to  be  repeated. 

Democrats  also  said  Gingrich 
strongly  suggested  the  Repnblicans- 
might  want  to  expand  the  inquiry 
beyond  die  issue  of  Clinton  and 
Lewinsky,  possibly  folding  in  other 
areas  that  Independent  Counsel 
Kenneth  Starr  has  investigated  or 
allegations  of  campaign  finance 
violations  by  the  president  during 
his  1996  reelection. 


Soatchi  and  Saatchi  launch 
new  synagogue  with  ad  campaign 
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LONDON  -  The  advertising 
agency  Saatchi  and  Saatchi  is 
launching  its  own,  brand-name 
Orthodox  synagogue. 

Brothers  Charles  and  Maurice  - 
whose  brilliant  campaigns  estab¬ 
lished  a  new  standard  for  advertis¬ 
ing  excellence  and  helped  former 
British  prime  minister  Margaret 
Thatcher  remain  in  office 
throughout  the  1980s  -  are  back¬ 
ing  the  Saatchi  Synagogue  with 
their  own  full-blown  advertising 
campaign. 

The  synagogue  is  due  to  open 
its  doors  in  the  predominantly 
Jewish  district  of  northwest 
London  next  month. 

Its  first  advertisement,  whten 
appeared  in  the  Jewish  media  over 
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file  weekend,  depicts  a  piece  of 
gefilte  fish  with  the  slogan:  “Al 
our  new  synagogue,  this  is  the 
only  thing  that  gets  rammed  down 
someone’s  throat.”  Subsequent 
advertising  campaigns  will  be 
aimed  at  Jewish  travelers  in 
Underground  stations. 

According  to  Rabbi  Pini 
Dunner,  who  formerly  ran  a 
Jewish  radio  station  in  London, 
the  $400,000  synagogue  will 
serve  “the  many  disenfranchised 
singles  and  young-marrieds.” 

The  Saatchi  brothers  are  not 
known  to  have  been  particularly 
observant,  and  they  say  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  synagogue  is,  in 
part,  an  act  of  atonement  to  their 
patents,  Nathan  and  Daisy,  who 
were  upset  that  their  sons  married 

non-Jews.  .  . 

But  the  new  synagogue  has  nu¬ 
tated  Jonathan  Romain,  a 
spokesman  for  the  Reform  move¬ 
ment  in  Britain,  who  objects  to  its 
being  named  after  the  family:  “It’s 
a  deterrent  to  name  it  Saatchi,”  he 
says.  “Even  if  they  might  say  it  is 
in  honor  of  their  parents,  every¬ 


body  will  think  of  Maurice  and 
Charles,  which  makes  it  exclusive 
rather  than  inclusive.” 

While  the  Saatchi  Synagogue 
will  be  uncompromisingly 
Orthodox,  its  services  will  be 
more  relaxed  than  those  in  con¬ 
ventional  British  Orthodox  syna¬ 
gogues. 

One  clue  comes  in  the  advertis¬ 
ing  campaign,  which  castigates 
established  synagogues  for  “being 
too  formal  and  having  boring  ser¬ 
vices” 

Among  the  attractions  at  the 
Saatchi  Synagogue  will  be  a  four- 
course  Friday  evening  dinner  and 
a  kosher  cooking  course  by  best¬ 
selling  cookery  writer  Claudia 
Roden. 

While  the  new  venture  has 
failed  to  win  plaudits  from 4 the 
minority  Reform  movement,  the 
synagogue  has  won  the  support,  of  * 
Chief  Rabbi  Jonathan  Sacks. 

It  is  also  supported  by  Rabbi 
Abraham  Levy,  who  runs  the 
nearby  Sephardi  synagogue  which 
the  Saatchi  patents  have  attended 
for  more  than  SO  years.

Semens  to  set  up  fund  for  Nazi-era  slaves 


.  German  electrical  engineering  company  Siemens  said  yesterday  that 
it  was  planning  to  sec  up  a  20  million  mark  fund  to  pay  compensation 
to  slave  laborers  who  worked  for  it  during  the  Nazi  period. 

Hie  group  said  that  the  first  payments  from  the  fund  would  be  made 
before  the  end  of  this  year  and  should  the  amount  not  suffice,  it  would 
consider  adding  to  the  fund. 

Siemens  spokesman  Eberhard  Posner  said  that  the  establishment  of 
the  fund  would  entail  no  legal  responsibility.  The  fund  will  be  admin¬ 
istered  by  independent  individuals  and  organizations  and  he  said  that 
die  money  would  be  made  available  quickly  and  without  bureaucratic 
wrangles.  In  August,  Siemens  was  named  in  a  class-action  lawsuit 
seeking  damages  for  survivors  among  some  two  million  people  forced 
to  work  in  Nazi  factories  between  1933  and  1945.  Reuters

Pentagon  approves  $5b.  aircraft  sale  to  Israel

F-15Is,  many  with  low-altitude  navigation  and  night-targeting  capa¬ 
bilities,  the  Pentagon  said  Tuesday. 

Each  of  the  F-15Is  will  be  outfitted  with  the  LANTIRN  (Low 
Altitude  Navigation  and  Targeting  Infrared  for  Night)  pods,  as  will 
30  of  the  F-I65,  the  Pentagon  said.  AP

The  IDF  is  investigating  reports  of  shots  fired  at  an  Israeli  vehicle 
traveling  between  the  settlements  of  El  on  Moreh  and  Itamar  late  last 
night.  According  to  the  report,  no  one  was  injured  and  no  damage  was 
reported.  The  IDF  Spokesman  said  a  report  of  shots  being  fired  had 
been  received  and  was  being  investigated.  Earlier  in  the  evening  an 
Israeli  was  lightly  injured  from  stones  thrown  at  his  car  while  traveling 
to  Reut  Margot  Dudkevitch 


Ness  Ztona  seeks  removal  of  Biological  Institute 

Ness  Ziona  Mayor  Yossi  Sbevo  yesterday  petitioned  the  High  Court 
seeking  to  block  the  government  from  expanding  a  scientific  facility  in 
his  city  because,  according  to  press  reports,  it  manufactures  biological 
weapons.  The  court  is  to  consider  the  petition  today. 

In  his  petition,  Shevo  wrote  that  the  institute  conducts  research  “in 
the  area  of  biological  weapons  and  manufactures-  virulent  bacteria, 
which  constitute  a  danger  to  the  lives  of  the  people  living  in  the  vicini¬ 
ty"  Shevo  said  he  based  his  claim  on  fire  unattributed  foreign  reports. 

Shevo  said  on  Army  Radio  that  the  institute  ought  to  be  transferred 
to  an  unpopulated  area  in  the  Negev.  In  its  response  to  the  court,  the 
Justice  Ministry  wrote  on  behalf  of  the  government  that  the  foreign 
press  reports  were  “inaccurate.”  However  the  state  refused  to  say  what 
the  inaccuracies  are  “for  reasons  of  security.'’  •  AP

Palestinian  Authority  Chairman 
Yasser  Arafat  has  rejected  a 
request  by  PA  Minister  of  Local 
Government  Saeb  Erekat  to  be 
relieved  of  his  post  as  chief  nego¬ 
tiator  in  talks  with  Israel, 
Palestinian  sources  said  yesterday. 

But  Erekat  will  not  be  included 
in  upcoming  high-level  Israeli- 
PaJestinian  meetings,  they  added. 

The  sources  said  Erekat  was 
angered  by  the  back-channel  talks 
being  conducted  by  Palestinian 
Legislative  Council  speaker 


Ahmed  Qurei  with  Israeli  offi¬ 
cials. 

Erekat  and  Arafat  met  on 
Tuesday  night  in  Gaza  to  discuss 
his  role  in  the  negotiations.  The 
PA  chairman  said  he  wants  Erekat 
to  join  him  in  a  trip  to  Belgium 
and  the  United  Nations  that  will 
begin  tomorrow,  the  sources  said. 

But  the  sources  said  Erekat  was 
not  included  in  a  meeting  on 
Tuesday  between  Qurei  and 
Yitzhak  Molcbo.  adviser  to  Prime 
Minister  Binyamin  Netanyahu. 
The  sources  said  the  Israelis  prefer 
the  positions  and  style  of  Qurei. 


Erekat  would  not  comment  on 
his  letter  of  resignation.  But  PA 
officials  rejected  the  suggestion 
that  Qurei 's  prominence  signalled 
a  lack  of  confidence  in  Erekat  on 
Arafat's  part. 

“Dr.  Erekat  just  met  several 
days  ago  with  [Israeli  Cabinet 
Secretary]  Danny  Naveh," 
Ahmed  Tibi,  Arafat’s  adviser, 
told  Israel  Television’s  Arabic 
Service.  “Occasionally.  he 
[Arafat]  will  use  various  people 
for  various  purposes." 

The  Arafat-Erekat  meeting  took 
place  as  Palestinian  security  offi¬ 


cials  met  with  CIA  representatives 
as  part  of  an  American  effort  to 
obtain  a  PA  outline  of  its  countert¬ 
errorism  policy.  Amin  Hindi,  chief 
of  Palestinian  intelligence,  and 
Mohammed  Dahlan,  head  of  the 
Preventive  Security  Apparatus  in 
Gaza,  participated. 

Hindi  said  the  PA  is  insisting 
that  any  demand  made  by  Israel, 
such  as  handing  over  suspected 
terrorists,  be  mutual.

Palestinians  are  expected  to  push 
for  statehood  and  full  membership, 
as  well  as  to  challenge  Israel’s  cre¬ 
dentials,  in  (he  newly  opened  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  UN  General  Assembly. 

The  Palestinians  intend  to  add 
“the  right  to  establish  an  indepen¬ 
dent  state”  to  a  traditional  resolu¬ 
tion  on  the  “right  of  the  Palestinian 
people  to  self-determination,” 
according  to  briefing  materials  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Permanent  Observer 
Mission  of  Palestine. 

The  first  prominent  statement  of 
support  for  foe  Palestinians  dnring 
tius  session  came  Monday,  when 
Iranian  President  Mohammed 
Khatami  said  that  peace  and  securi¬ 
ty  in  tire  Middle  East  can  prevail 
only  when  all  Palestinians  have  the 
right  to  “exercise  sovereignty  over 
their  ancestral  homeland.” 

The  Palestinians  have  said  they 
will  reaffirm  the  declaration  of 
independence  of  the  State  of 
Palestine  in  May  1999  “by  the  end 
of  the  five-year  transitional  period 
in  accordance  with  the  existing 
Palestinian-Israeli  agreements,”  the 
briefing  materials  said 
“Accordingly,  the  immediate  issue 
thereafter  will  be  the  foil  member¬ 
ship  of  Palestine  at  foe  United 
Nations.”

LONDON  -  The  Mossad  may 
have  been  responsible  for  the  fatal 
bouts  of  leukemia  that  has  struck 
down  Palestinian  terrorists  Wadi 
Haddad  and  Sabri  Bana  (Abu 
Nidal),  according  to  the  London- 
based  newsletter  Foreign  Report ,  to 
be  published  today. 

Recalling  that  Mossad  agents 
used  “medical  weapons”  in 
attempting  to  assassinate  Khaled 
Mashaal  in  Amman  last  year,  the 
newsletter  noted  that  Haddad  was 
prominent  among  the  masterminds 
of  the  airline  hijackings  in  the  late 
1960s  and  early  1970s. 

“The  Israelis  tried  to  kill  him  on 
several  occasions  without  success,” 
it  said.  ‘In  the  mid-1970s,  however, 
they  infected  him  with  leukemia, 
according  to  our  unconfirmed 
repot.  Haddad  was  treated  in  an 
East  German  hospital,  where  he 
died.”  Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu's  spokesman  Aviv 
Bushinsky  issued  a  statement  call¬ 


ing  the  story  ‘Irresponsible." 

“No  such  incident  ever  took 
place,  and  the  magazine  is  again 
displaying  irresponsibility  when  it 
misleads  the  public,'1  foe  statement 
said. 

The  newsletter  added  that  Abu 
Nidal,  now  an  old  man  but  oiks  foe 
world's  most  wanted  terrorist,  is 
now  being  treated  for  leukemia  in 
an  Egyptian  hospital  -  and  telling 
the  Egyptian  security  service  what 
he  knows  about  Sudan-based  anti- 
Egyptian  terrorist  gangs. 

Abu  Nidal  is  said  to  have  been 
treated  in  the  same  hospital  in  East 
Germany  as  Haddad,  then  in  Libya, 
and  finally  in  Cairo. 

“If  our  information  is  correct, 
why  try  to  kill  a  sick  old  man  by 
inducing  cancer?”  asks  the  newslet¬ 
ter.  The  only  explanation  is  that 
Abu  Nidal  is  on  the  Israelis'  hit  list 
and  an  opportunity  arose  to  gain 
revenge  -  especially  for  his  unsuc¬ 
cessful  attempt  in  1982  to  (till  the 
Israeli  ambassador  to  London 
Shlomo  Argov." 


UNITED  NATIONS  (Reuters)  - 
Europeans  considered  the  probe 
into  President  Bill  Clinton's  sex  life 
nearly  as  odious  as  Stalinist  show 
trials  or  the  inquisitions  during  the 
Middle  Ages,  French  Foreign 
Minister  Hubert  Vedrine  said  yes¬ 
terday. 

“It  is  striking  to  see  that  the 
Europeans  are  reacting  very  vio¬ 
lently  against  this  mode  of  inquisi¬ 
tion  that  is  directed  against 
President  Clinton.  It  is  really  a 
question  of  culture,  civilization, 
possibly,”  he  said  at  a  breakfast  for 
American  journalists. 

“It  is  pure  and  simply 
McCarthyism,  aggravated  by 
voyeurism."  he  said  in  answer  to 
questions  on  foe  mushrooming 
scandal  of  Clinton's  affair  with 
Monica  Lewinsky  that  has  raised 
calls  for  impeachment  on  allega¬ 
tions  of  a  cover-up  and  possible 
peijmy. 

Vedrine  said  “comparisons  have 
even  been  made  with  Stalinism,  foe 
inquisition  trials,”  adding  that 
“none  of  foe  arguments  of  trans¬ 
parency  or  openness  is  really 
accepted  in  Europe.” 

“Europeans  want  to  see  President 


Clinton  resist  simply  for  the  future 
of  democracy  in  foe  world,"  he  con¬ 
tinued,  adding  that  even  people  who 
disagree  with  US  policy  think  foe 
probe  has  gone  too  far. 

Asked  why  Europeans  would 
consider  lying  and  peijury  synony¬ 
mous  with  the  future  of  democracy. 
Vedrine  said:  “It  is  not  perceived  as 
being  the  issue.  We  can’t  call  upon 
these  major  principles  just  over 
anything." 

Vedrine  also  likened  the  mass  of 
information  released  on  Clinton's 
sexual  escapades  to  the  inquisition 
trials  in  foe  Middle  Ages  “when  you 
can  pick  on  anyone  using  this 
process." 

“Does  it  weaken  foe  role  of  foe 
US?”  he  said.  “I  see  no  sign  of  that 
for  the  time  being.  There  are  many 
complex  problems  in  foe  world  that 
were  not  able  to  be  solved  even 
before  these  events,  and  we  should¬ 
n’t  confuse  the  two." 

In  Paris,  meanwhile,  a  group  of 
international  emertainers  and  intel¬ 
lectuals  also  threw  their  support 
behind  Clinton. 

“The  democratically -elected 
president  of  a  free  nation  has  been 
subjected  for  eight  months  to 


inquisitorial  harassment  by  a  fanat¬ 
ical  prosecutor  with  unlimited 
power,”  the  67  signatories  said  in  a 
statement  pub  listed  by  Le  Monde. 

The  campaigners  included  Nobel 
Peace  Prize- winners  Desmond  Tutu 
and  Jose  Ramos  Horta.  Nobel 
Literature  winner  Gabriel  Garcia 
Marquez,  and  Nobel  Physics  laure¬ 
ate  Piene-Gilles  de  Games. 

They  appealed  to  the  American 
people  to  support  Clinton. 

“Kenneth  Starr’s  arbitrary  and 
unfair  procedures  must  not  have  the  / 
upper  hand.  Victory  in  America* 
over  this  prosecutor  will  be  victory 
for  those  across  the  world  who  sup¬ 
port  foe  principles  of  freedom,” 
they  said,  adding  that  Starr  is  break¬ 
ing  the  “sacred  right”  to  privacy. 

"The  judicial  show  orchestrated 
by  Prosecutor  Starr  is  only  a  cover. 
His  real  fight  is  political.  Backed  by 
the  extreme  right,  he  is  seeking  to 
undermine  President  Clinton’s 
ideas  of  freedom  and  his  social  and 
liberal  program,"  the  statement  said.

However;  the  police  team  stated, 
there  is  evidence  that  Manbar  him¬ 
self  had  tried  to  manipulate  the 
information  he  had  from  the  start  to 
influence  the  course  of  events.

It  is  for  Rubinstein  and  State 
Attorney  Edna  Arbel  to  decide 
whether  to  further  prosecute 
Manbar,  they  said,  in  view  of  foe 
heavy  sentence  already  meted  Out 
to  him. 

At  the  same  time,  the  police  ruled 
out  allegations  of  conversations 
between  Strashnov  and  Prime 
Minister  Binyamin  Netanyahu  in  an

The  various  allegations  of 
obstruction  of  justice  surfaced  in 
July,  in  a  complicated  series  of 
cross  charges,  shortly  before 
Manbar’ s  verdict  was  due  to  be 
handed  down. 

At  that  time,  Zichroni  asked  that 
Strashnov  remove  himself.  In  a 
petition  to  the  High  Court  Zichroni 


charged  that  Strashnov  had  main¬ 
tained  a  close  relationship  with 
Yanai  and  that  he  talked  to  her  fre¬ 
quently  about  the  case.  He  also 
accused  Strashnov  of  being  in  touch 
with  Netanyahu  about  the  case. 

Strashnov  denied  the  charges. 
Yanai,  for  ter  part  said  Zichroni 
had  hired  her  precisely  because  he 
knew  that  she  had  close  ties  with 
Strashnov  and  thought  he  could 
exploit  this  to  Manbar’s  advantage. 
She  was  dismissed  from  the 
Manbar  defense  team. 

Netanyahu's  name  came  up  in 
connection  with  a  phone  call, 
recorded  by  Francine  Manbar,  foe 
spy’s  wife. 

In  the  recording,  which  was 
leaked  to  the  media,  Yanai  told 
Manbar  that  if  her  husband  was 
convicted,  Netanyahu  would  tell 
reporters  that  the  late  prime  minis¬ 
ter  Yitzhak  Rabin  had  failed  to 
arrest  him  because  he  was  a  Labor 
Party  supporter. 

Yanai  said  she  heard  this  from 
Shai  Bazak,  at  foe  time  spokesman 
to  Netanyahu.  Later  Yanai  admitted 
she  had  lied  “to  raise  Francine’s 
morale.”  At  die  time,  Bazak  denied 


the  allegation,  while  Yanai  accused 
Zichroni  of  leaking  the  tape  to  the 
press.  The  police  report  states; 
There  was  no  evidence  of  any  con¬ 
tact  between  foe  prime  minister  and 
foe  judge  (taring  the  triaL.We  are 
sorry  foe  prime  minister’s  name  got 
mixed  up  in  this  affair  without  any 
basis."

OC  Northern  Command  Maj.- 
Gen.  Gabi  Ashkenazi  has  appointed 
a  board  of  inquiry  to  investigate  the 
deaths  on  Monday  of  Sgt  Eran 
Ariel,  19,  of  Jerusalem  and  Sgt. 
Omar  Eshed,  19,  of  Kfar  Sava,  both 
paratroopers,  who  died  when  their 
armored  personnel  carrier  plunged 
300  meters  over  a  cliff  in  The 
announcement  of  the  inquiry  was 
made  as  the  two  soldiers  were  laid 
to  rest  yesterday,  Ariel  on  Ml  Herzl 
and  Eshed  at  the  Kfar  Sava  Military 
Cemetery.  Hundreds  of  relatives 
and  comrades-in-arms  attended. 

The  Northern  Command's  board 
of  inquiry  is  to  be  headed  by  Col. 
Dior  Rofeh.  Meanwhile,  Chief  of 
General  Staff  Lt-Gen.  Shaul 
Mofaz,  who  has  stated  his  intention 
to  crack  down  on  accidents,  is  to 
conduct  his  own  inquiry  into  (he 
APC  crash  and  two  otter  accidents 
that  occurred  in  south  Lebanon  and 
along  the  northern  border  during 
Rosh  Hashana. 

In  one,  a  soldier  was  hit  on  the 
head  by  (be  barrel  of  a  tank  at  an 
CDF  outpost  in  the  eastern  sector  of 
the  security  zone.  He  was  released 
from  hospital  yesterday. 

In  the  other  incident,  a  soldier 
was  accidentally  shot  and  moder¬ 
ately  wounded  by  a  comrade  near 
the  Biranit  base  on  the  northern 
border. 

The  Military  Police,  Ground 
Forces  Command,  and  the  Safety 


Management  section  of  the  IDF  are 
also  involved  in  the  inquiries  as 
well  as  Northern  Command. 

MKs  differed  yesterday  over 
whether  such  military  accidents 
should  be  done  by  the  IDF  of  by  an 
outside  panel. 

MK  Ran  Cohen  (Meretz),  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Knesset  Foreign  Affairs 
and  Defense  Committee,  said  there 
is  a  chance  die  IDF  would  white¬ 
wash  accidents. 

There  is  a  risk  of  investigations 
not  being  frilly  exploited  to  reach 
those  responsible”  he  said.  “We  are 
far  from  being  satisfied  that  all  the 
facts  are  revealed  and  that  investiga¬ 
tions  reach  the  frill  truth  at  any 
price,  even  when  it  is  very  high.  I 
am  demanding  that  the  complete 
reasons  for  these  accidents  be 
found,  and  when  someone  is 
responsible  this  must  also  be 
uncovered." 

Ariel  Chenok.  from  the  Parents  of 
Soldiers  group,  told  Israel  Radio 
there  had  typically  in  the  past  been 
cover-ups  within  the  IDF,  and  be 
called  for  an  outside  body  to  hold 
die  inquiries. 

Cohen,  however,  said  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  whether  investigations 
should  be  taken  out  of  military 
hands  is  “very  complicated." 

He  said  it  is  possible  that  if  inves¬ 
tigations  are  placed  in  the  hands  of 
an  external  body  the  IDF  would  be 
cm  the  defensive  and  attempt  to  hide 
facts  rather  than  use  the  information 
to  prevent  future  accidents,  which  is 
the  main  point  of  the  inquiry. 


Former  chief  mfliiaiy  judge-  advo¬ 
cate  Brig.-Gen.  (res.)  Dov  Sheffi 
told  Israel  Radio  that  the  military 
has  the  means  of  investigating  and 
prosecuting  itself. 

He  also  said -that  under  a  new 
amendment  to  the  law,  information 
given  by  soldiers  during  the  internal 
inquiry  into  an  accident  cannot  be 
used  to  incriminate  diem  in  court 

This  is  considered  a  means  of 
encouraging  soldiers  to  give  infor¬ 
mation  which  could  save  lives  in  the 
future. 

“I  am  convinced  that  the  IDF  car¬ 
ries  out  the  investigations  in  die 
most  effective  and  efficient  way,” 
Sheffi  said. 

MK  TJzi  Landau  (Likud),  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Knesset  Foreign  Affairs 
and  Defense  Committee,  said  there 
had  been  a  drop  in  accidents  in  die 
military  over  recent  years. 

Landau  said  although  there  is  no 
room  fa-  complacency,  the  relation¬ 
ship  should  be  examined  between 
the  number  of  accidents  and  the 
quantity  of  operational  and  training 
activities,  as  it  could  be  (hat 
increased  accidents  reflect  moire 
activities. 

He  said  every  accident  should  be 
thoroughly  checked  and  noted  a 
subcommittee  headed  by  Moledet 
MK  and  forma*  major-general 
Rehavam  Ze’evi  receives  a  report 
on  die  inquiry  into  every  serious 
accident  and  “near-miss"  incident

A  parliamentary  or  public 
watchdqg  body  should  be  set  up  to

dents,  according  to  Prof,  Stuart 
Cohen,  a  senior  research  fellow  at 
:  Bar-Dan  “University’s  Begin- Sadat 
Center  for  Strategic  Studies 

He  said  that  the  main  task  of  such 
a  body  should  be  to  ensure  (hat  the 
recommendations  of  such  inquiries 
are  implemented.  He  stressed,  how¬ 
ever,  that  (he  IDF  itself  is  best 
equipped  to  conduct  the  inquiries. 

Cohen  maintained  that  overall 
there  has  been  a  general  decline  in 
the  number  of  fatalities  and  casu¬ 
alties  as  a  result  of  accidents  in  the 
army  in  the  1990s.  This,  he  said,  is 
^partly  due  to  a  greater  awareness 
in  the  DDF,  which  is  perhaps  par¬ 
tially  due  to  increased  public 
involvement  and  pressure. 

.  “One  example,  is  the  establish¬ 
ment  about  two  years  ago  of  die 
Safety  Management  section,  which 
has  taken  tins  issue  very  seriously 
and  which  organizes  courses  and 
lectures  to  try  to  ensure  that  soldiers 
and  officers  adhere  to  safety  regula¬ 
tions,”  he  said. 

Despite  increased  public 
involvement,  however,  Cohen  dis¬ 
agrees  with  those  politicians  who 
have  called  for  inquiries  into  mili- 
i  tary  accidents  to  be  conducted  by 
r  outside  bodies. 

To  the  aftermath  of  accidents, 
there  are  two  phases,  the  first  of 


which  is  the  investigative  stage.  I 
personally  believe  that  the  IDF  is 
best  equipped  to  handle  this,"  he 
said.  “I  don't  think  that  an  outside 
body  is  as  well  equipped,  in  terms 
of  expertise,  to  investigate  inci¬ 
dents  such  as  those  that  happened 
over  over  Rosh  Hashana. 

“The  second  phase,  after  the 
investigation,  is  die  feedback  stage, 
in  which  whatever  findings  and 
conclusions  are  reached  have  to  be 
put  into  tiie  system  to  try  to  prevent 
a  recurrence  of  that  particular  kind 
of  accident,  or  lead  to  steps  being 
taken  to  minimize  them. 

“Here,  I  believe  there  is  a  case  for 
a  more  structured  public  framework 
for  ensuring  that  accountability  of 
the  military  to  the  public  is  more 
formalized.  Reports  of  committees 
of  inquiry  should  not  be  presented 
at  ad  hoc  press  conferences  or,  as  is 
the  case  at  the  moment,  just  as  pri¬ 
vate  reports  to  die  parents  of  the  sol¬ 
diers  involved. 

“This  latter  aspect  should  con¬ 
tinue,  but  there  should  also  be  a 
formal  public  body,  such  as  the 
Knesset  Foreign  Affairs  and 
Defense  Committee  or  the  State 
Comptroller's  Office  or  some  kind 
of  watchdog  committee  to  which 
reports  should  be  submitted.  Such 
a  body  could  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  on  the  findings  of  investiga¬ 
tions  and  also,  at  a  latter  stage, 
make  its  own  investigation  into 
whether  the  military  has  indeed 
implemented  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  its  inquiry,**  Cohen  said.

Parole  board  to  reconsider  freeing  Lederman 


The  $100  million  Generali  settlement 
failed  because  two  separate  avenues  intend¬ 
ed  to  resolve  Holocaust-era  claims  against 
the  Italian  insurer  were  not  ‘’harmonized," 
the  insurance  company  said  in  Trieste. 

Generali  faced  claims  from  a  class-action 
lawsuit  filed  in  federal  court  in  the  US,  as 
well  as  potential  claims  under  a  “memoran¬ 
dum  of  understanding"  with  American 
insurance  regulators.  It  sought  one  mecha¬ 
nism  for  all  claims  against  die  company. 

"The  agreement  over  the  harmonization 
of  the  claims  process  between  the  memo¬ 
randum  of  understanding  and  the  class- 
action  lawsuit  could  not  be  reached," 
Generali  vice  general  director  Guido  Pastori 
said  in  a  statement. 

The  letter  of  intent  between  the  insurer 
and  survivors1  lawyers  in  August  called  for 
the  claims  process  to  be  harmonized  "to 
ensure  a  unified  and  seamless  avenue  for 
relief,”  said  the  statement  by  Generali, 
which  owns  MigdaL 


However,  Linda  Gerstel,  a  lawyer  in  New 
York  representing  the  survivors  in  the  class- 
action  suit,  said  yesterday,  “As  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  we  are  trying  to  merge  the  two 
processes.” 

The  number  of  actors  in  the  insurance 
claims  -  like  those  against  the  Swiss  banks 
-  was  high.  There  is  a  class-action  lawsuit 
against  a  dozen  European  insurers,  includ¬ 
ing  Generali. 

The  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Commissioners,  representing  the  insurance 
regulators  in  all  50  states  -  many  of  whom 
are  elected  officials  -  have  a  “memorandum 
of  understanding”  with  European  insurers 
to  resolve  Holocaust-era  insurance  claims. 

The  “memorandum  of  understanding" 
was  ratified  last  week  in  New  York  at  the 
national  meeting  of  the  insurance  regula¬ 
tors,  but  it  did  not  include  a  provision, 
sought  by  Generali,  to  merge  claims  against 
the  Italian  company. 

.Shortly  after  die  Generali  settlement  was 
announced,  Washington  State  Insurance 
Commissioner  Deborah  Senn  objected  to 
the  settlement,  saying:  “We  cannot  allow 


individual  insurance  earners  to  cap  their  lia¬ 
bility  unfairly." 

Senn,  who  is  on  the  regulators’  task  force 
dealing  ,  with  the  claims,  noted  that  only 
three  months  earlier,  the  World  Jewish 
Congress  estimated  that  the  total  insurance 
benefits  looted  by  the  Nazis  and  their  col¬ 
laborators  were  in  the  billions  of  dollars  in 
1945  currency. 

Pastori  said  in  his  statement  that  Generali 
would  participate  in  the  insurance  regula¬ 
tors'  commission. 

Generali  maintains  that  the  $100  million 
was  a  “good  will  contribution"  to  fulfill  the 
insurer’s  “moral  commitment"  to  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  the  Holocaust. 

The  company  wamams  that  it  has  no 
legal  obligation  to  pay  on  outstanding  war- 
era  claims  from  its  subsidiaries  that  were 
nationalized  by  communist  regimes  after 
the  wax. 

In  response  to  Generali's  step,  MK 
Michael  Kleiner  (Likud)  demanded  yester¬ 
day  that  the  government  freeze  the  assets  of 
Migdal,  which  Generali  has  recently  pur¬ 
chased  for  $200  million.

Hospitals  put  off

Technion  succeeds  in  its  firs 
superconductor  space  test

Some  88,000  government  apart* 
merits  will  be  offered  to  those  cur¬ 
rently  renting  them  at  a  discount 
of  up  to  75  percent,  and  grants  of 
up  to  NIS  20.000  will  also  be 
offered.  Deputy  Housing  Minister 
Meir  Porush  announced  yesterday 
at  a  press  conference  in  Tel  Aviv. 

Coalition  chairman  MX  Meir 
Sheetrit,  who  has  pushed  die  new 
plan,  also  attended. 

The  offer  is  to  last  three  years, 
and  the  *  cabinet  decided  at  its 
meeting  on  Sunday  to  begin  the 
sale  at  large  discounts.  Sheetrit 
said  he  expected  some  10,000 
apartments  would  be  sold  each 
year  over  the  three-year  period. 

Those  living  along  the  con¬ 
frontation  tine  will  be  given  a  NTS 
20,000  grant,  with  slightly  lower 
grants  given  to  those  living  in 


Project  Renewal  neighborhoods 
elsewhere. 

In  addition,  discounts  totaling 
NIS  3,000  per  resident  for  every 
full  year  of  residence  in  the  apart¬ 
ment  will  be  offered,  and  other 
discounts  will  be  available,  with 
the  ceiling  set  at  75%  of  the  apart¬ 
ment's  market  value. 

Sheetrit  said  he  does  not  believe 
the  apartments  will  all  be  grabbed 
up  immediately.  At  present  61  %  of 
those  living  in  public  housing  pay 
NIS  65  a  month  rent,  he  said, 
while  another  22%  pay  NIS  290. 
These  individuals  will  not  be  able 
to  raise  the  money  to  buy  their 
apartments,  even  with  the  dis¬ 
counts,  he  noted.  - 

Housing  Ministry  officials  are  to 
seek  solutions  for  some  2,000 
families  of  disabled  individuals  or 
those  with  other  problems  who 
have  been  waiting  to  purchase 


government-owned  housing,  but 
have  been  unable  to  do  so  because 
of  the  number  of  available  apart¬ 
ments  purchased  by  those  current¬ 
ly  living  in  them. 

Meanwhile,'  an  Absorption 
Ministry  spokesman  said  yesterday 
that  Absorption  Minister  Yuli 
Edelstdn  had  been  promised  that 
the  number  of  public  housing  solu¬ 
tions  to  be  offered  to  the  ministry 
would  be  no  lower  than  the  average 
offered  over  the  past  three  years. 

A  team  headed  by  Prime 
Minister's  Office  director-general 
Moshe  Leon  is  also  to  present  a 
report  within  60  days  on  alterna¬ 
tive  housing  solutions  for  oew 
immigrants,  among  them  signifi¬ 
cantly  increasing  mortgages  and 
long-term  rentals. 

Recommendations  will  also  be 
made  regarding  housing  for  elder¬ 
ly  immigrants.

.  v^he  Technion  has  completed 
w.-et  it  termed  the  first  successful 
test  of  superconductive  materials 
in  space  on  the  university's 
Techsat  satellite,  an  achievement 
scientists  say  gives  Israel  a  head¬ 
start  in  the  international  race  to 
increase  the  power  of  communica- 
■  tions  satellites. 

The  Technion  conducted  a  series 
of  experiments  that  began  on 
August  19  in  which  a  communica¬ 
tions  package  that  contained  a 
superconductive  circuit,  receiver, 
and  cryocooler  operated  in  space. 
Researchers  said  the  purpose  was 
to  ,-est  the  affects  of  radiation  and 
va’  on  superconductive  mate¬ 
rials: 

“First,  you  must  check  out 
whether,  these  materials  are  stable 
over  the  life  .of  a  satellite;  which  is 
10  to  15  years,"  said  physics  Prof. 
Emil  Polturak,  who  headed  the 
experiment  “This  is  the  first  step 
that  must  be  done  " 

Superconductors  are  materials 
that  under  certain  temperatures 
virtually  eliminate  electrical  resis¬ 
tance.  The  result  is  that  far  less 
power  is  required.  In  a  communi¬ 
cations  satellite,  for  example, 
superconductive  components  can 
■  j^nate  on  a  much  smaller  fre¬ 
quency  range  and  as  a  result 
increase  the  number  of  channels. 

Two  other  consortiums,  one  led 
by  the  US  Naval  Laboratory  and 
a  German  group,  are  preparing  to 


launch  satellites  to  prove  the  fea¬ 
sibility  of  superconductivity  in 
space.  But  the  microsatellite 
Techsat  allowed  researchers  to 
quickly  prepare  and  launch  the 
payload  to  beat  their  competi¬ 
tors. 

“Our  advantage  is  that  we  can  do 
it  very  fast  because  the  satellite  is 
small,"  Polturak  said.  “We  could¬ 
n’t  put  up  a  very  large  experiment 
so  we  had  to  keep  it  small  and  get 
what  we  want" 

The  limited  size  and  power  of 
Techsat  had  its  disadvantages, 
howevec  A  superconductive  com¬ 
munications  package  developed 
by  Rafael,  the  Armament  Devel¬ 


opment  Authority,  on  high  fre¬ 
quency  band  was  scrapped 
because  it  used  too  much  power. 
The  replacement  was  a  low-fre¬ 
quency  band  developed  by  the 
Technion  with  a  12  watt  electricity 
supply  and  cooled  by  a  device  pro¬ 
duced  by  Rikor  of  Kibbutz  Ein 
Harod 

Techsat  was  launched  on  July  10 
and  contains  several  experiments, 
most  of  which  have  not  been 
announced.  Polturak  said  he 
expects  more  experiments  on 
superconductivity  and  that  within 
five  years  satellites  will  begin  car¬ 
rying  payloads  composed  of 
superconductors.

183860_d3.a0 _ fr 


Zionist  youth  groups  said 
threatened  by  haredi  funding 


By  AKYEH  DEAN  COHEN 

The  decision  by  the  Education 
Ministry  to  fund  haredi  youth 
movements  will  force  branches  of 
Zionist  youth  movements  in  poor 
parts  of  the  country  to  shut  down. 
Shmuel  Abuav,  chairman  of  the 
Union  of  Local  Authorities’  educa¬ 
tion  committee,  warned  yesterday. 

Meanwhile  the  Council  of  Youth 
Movements  is  to  convene  today  in 
Tel  Aviv  to  hear  reports  on  how  the 
proposed  change  in  criteria  will 
affect  the  Zionist  youth  move¬ 
ments,  if  at  all.  and  to  decide  what 
steps  to  take  regarding  the  matter. 

In  a  position  paper  issued  by  the 
ULA  yesterday,  Abuav  said:  "The 
Education  Ministry  this  year  is- 


financing  12  Zionist  youth  move¬ 
ments  at  a  cost  of  NIS  26  million. 
Now  NIS  5  million  of  this  will  go 
to  the  haredi  youth  movements, 
meaning  a  significant  cut  in  the 
budgets  of  the  Zionist  youth 
movements,  which  will  force  them 
to  close  down  their  branches  in 
distressed  neighborhoods.” 

Abuav  called  for  the  formation 
of  a  lobby  of  educators,  social  sci¬ 
entists,  and  the  settlement  move¬ 
ment  to  act  to  cancel  Education 
Minister  Yitzhak  Levy's  decision. 

Abuav  said  die  haredi  organiza¬ 
tions  are  financially  supported  by 
the  Education  Ministry  and  the 
Ministry  of  Religious  Affairs, 
despite  the  fact  that  they  don’t 
meet -  the  criteria  for  funding  of 


youth  organizations.  Their  ideas 
contradict  the  Zionist,  pioneering 
approach  and  should  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  funding  die  same  way 
as  the  other  youth  movements,  he 
said. 

There  are  currently  some 
257,000  youngsters  in  the  Zionist 
and  religious  Zionist  youth  move¬ 
ments,  in  some  1,872  branches, 
335  of  them  in  development  towns 
or  poor  areas.  "Because  of  eco¬ 
nomic  problems,  branches  in  poor 
areas  are  closing,  expressly  in 
those  places  where  such  youth  cul¬ 
ture  activities  are  needed.”  he  said. 

Some  100,000  haredi  youngsters 
belong  to  six  haredi  youth  oigani- 
zations,  according  to  Abuav: 
39.000  to  Boot  Agudat  Israel, 


3,500  to  Agudat  Israel  Youth, 

1 1 ,000  to  Prachei  Hadegel.  20,000 
to  Bnei  HayiL  and  the  others  to  the 
Or  Lanoar  and  Hanoch  organiza¬ 
tions.  In  1997,  they  received  NIS 
1.9  million  from  the  Religious 
Affairs  Ministry  ,  according  to 
Abuav,  and  a  similar  sum  from  the 
Education  Ministry,  but  a  petition 
to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  forced 
them  to  return  the  laner  sum. 

The  ULA  reported  that  in  some 
places,  the  youth  movements  often 
form  the  only  type  of  recreational 
activity  available.  Their  small  bud¬ 
get  requires  parents  and  local 
authorities  to  help  fund  their  activ¬ 
ities,  and  any  cut  will  only 
increase  that  burden,  or  force  their . 
closure.  '  • 


Group  vows  to  fight  for  better  education  for  Arabs

A  coalition  of  parents  groups 
and  MKs  has  vowed  to  continue 
the  fight  to  improve  the  sorry  state 
of  education  in  the  Arab  sector  in 
the  Negev. 

The  declaration  came  following 
a  recent  study  day  attended  by 
MKs,  educators  and  parents 
focusing  on  the  serious  problems 
in  these  schools. 

More  than  50  percent  of  the 
flammable  classrooms  reported 
by  the  Israel  Parents  Association 
are  located  in  the  Arab  sector, 
Shai  Lachman,  chairman  of  the 
association  said,  many  in  Beduin 
communities. 

There  are  still  schools  in  Beduin 
communities  in  the  South  where 


there  is  no  water  or  electricity. 
Serious  problems  also  exist 
regarding  the  level  of  teaching, 
and  many  schools  lack  school 
psychologists  or  advisers. 

The  Katz  Committee,  appointed 
by  then  education  minister 
Zevulun  Hammer  last  year  to  look 
into  the  education  system  in  the 
Arab  sector,  was  asked  to  make  its 
recommendations  by  last 
September,  but  only  presented 
them  this  past  January. 

They  recommended  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  a  five-year  program 
aimed  at  improving  the  physical 
infrastructure  and  level  of  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  schools,  adding  studies 
in  technology  and  science,  and 
improving  special  education. 

But  according  to  Dr.  Hala 


Hazzan-Espanioly,  chairman  of 
the  committee  monitoring  the 
five-year  program,  the  govern¬ 
ment  has  essentially  failed  to 
implement  it.  She  said  that  NIS 
250  million  was  supposed  to  have 
been  approved  this  year  for  the 
program,  but  the  only  agreement 
reached  between  the  Treasury  and 
the  Education  Ministry  was  for 
building  some  100  new  class¬ 
rooms  for  the  entire  Arab  sector, 
not  just  in  the  South. 

She  said  Education  Minister 
Yitzhak  Levy  had  promised  not  to 
support  the  state  budget  if  the 
funding  for  the  program  was  not 
included,  “but  what  actually  hap¬ 
pened  is  that  be  supported  the 
budget,  even  though  the  money 
isn’t  there.” 


A  spokesman  for  Levy  said  the 
money  for  the  100  classrooms  “is 
a  start,  and  for  that  reason  the 
minister  agreed  to  support  the 
budget." 

At  last  week's  conference,  Dr. 
Itzik  Tomer,  director  of  the  min¬ 
istry's  southern  district,  said:  “I 
am  aware  of  the  fact  that  I  have 
inherited  a  difficult  situation,  and 
a  great  deal  of  money  will  be 
needed  to  find  solutions  for  the 
education  system  in  the  Arab  sec¬ 
tor  in  the  South. 

"The  current  situation  is  one  of 
discrimination,  and  we  must  work 
together  to  address  how  to  solve 
the  difficult  problems  we  face,”  he 
added.  Tomer  said  “large  budgets” 
are  necessary  to  solve  these  prob¬ 
lems.

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Groundless  war 


An  Islamic  radical 

wrote:  What  more 
could  the  United 

States  ask  for  than  a  war 
between  Iran  and 

Afghanistan? 

It's  usually  just  a  small  step 
from  saying  a  battle  between 
two  self-proclaimed  Islamic 
states  is  good  for  American 
(or  Israeli)  interests  to  insist¬ 
ing  the  crisis  is  a  conspiracy. 
Still,  in  this  case,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  there  are  real 
conflicts  between  the  two 
regimes. 

First,  la's  talk  about  the 
problem's  roots. 

The  most  immediate  cause 
of  the  crisis  between  the  two 
countries  was  the  killing  of 
Iranian  diplomats 
in  Afghanistan. 

On  capturing  a 
key  Shi'a  city,  the 
Taliban  militia's 
forces  reportedly 
violated  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  Iran’s  con¬ 
sulate  and  mur¬ 
dered  both  re¬ 
fugees  and  Iran¬ 
ian  personnel. 

One  might  pause 
here  to  savor  the 
irony  of  Iran 
going  to  war  to 
protest  a  violation 
of  diplomatic  immunity. 

Next,  there  are  both  ethnic 
and  Sunni-Shi'a  differences 
within  Afghanistan.  Some 
groups  in  the  western  part  of 
the  country  are  culturally 
Persian,  others  are  also  Shi’a. 
Although  Iran  preaches  a  uni¬ 
versal  and  all-embracing 
Islamic  revolution,  it  is  really 
just  as  much  moved  by 
national  and  sectarian  consid¬ 
erations. 

In  short,  Iran  has  appointed 
itself  as  protector  of  Shi'a 
Muslims.  Even  during  the 
Soviet  occupation,  well  over  a 
decade  ago,  Iran  was  support¬ 
ing  Shi’a  militias  within 
Afghanistan  and  carving  out  a 
sphere  of  influence  for  itself. 
Having  these  clients  cnxsbed 
by  an  anti-Sfai'a  Taliban 
regime  does  not  suit  Iran's 
self-image  or  interests. 

WELL  IRAN  actually  send 
troops  across  the  border? 
Probably  not  It  has  enough 
internal  economic  problems 
already.  And  Afghanistan  is 
not  a  good  place  to  invade, 
partly  because  of  terrain 
(though  some  of  the  land 
adjacent  to  Iran  is  rather  flat), 
certainly  because  of  the  fierce 
resistance,  and  largely 
because  it  is  too  poor  to  offer 
anything  of  value. 

Anyway,  Iran  has  a  better 
method.  By  arming,  sponsor¬ 
ing  and  training  Afghan  Sbi'a 
rebels  -  with  a  sprinkling  of 
Iranian  “volunteers"  - 
Teheran  can  have  a  low-cost. 


high-deniability  way  to  sub¬ 
vert  the  Taliban. 

What  is  most  interesting  is 
how  the  Islamic  ideology  pro¬ 
claimed  by  both  Teheran  and 
die  Taliban  has  become  a 
major  cause  of  dispute.  This 
often  happens  when  move¬ 
ments  or  countries  proclaim 
themselves  supporters  of  the 
same  ideology. 

Remember  Pan-Arab 
nationalism?  Remember 
those  anti-imperialist,  anti- 
Zionist  brothers  Saddam 
Hussein  and  Ayatollah 
Ruhollah  Khomeini? 
Remember  the  Union  of 
Soviet  Socialist  Republics 
and  the  People's  Republic  of 
China?  Remember  how  Syria 
treated  the  FLO  in 
Syria? 

Not  the  best  of 
friends. 

Here  let  me  inj¬ 
ect  a  true  anecdote 
from  a  dinner  at 
the  Chinese  em¬ 
bassy  in  Washing¬ 
ton  many  years 
ago.  The  bost 
began  with  an 
attack  on  the  dis¬ 
honesty  and 
aggressiveness  of 
tbe  USSR,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  denun¬ 
ciation  of  the  treacherous 
Vietnamese. 

I  had  to  stop  myself  from 
saying,  “You’re  right!  You 
just  can't  trust  those 
Communists!”  From  our  local 
perspective,  one  must  be  care¬ 
ful  to  take  all  the  radical 
rhetoric  and  threats  at  face 
value. 

And  here's  another,  parallel 
point:  countries  don’t  actually 
attack  neighbors  they  believe 
to  be  stronger.  Saddam 
thought  -  mistakenly  -  that 
Iran  was  about  to  crumble.  He 
was  right  about  Kuwait's 
weakness,  of  course,  but  not 
about  its  friends*  willingness 
to  stand  by  and  do  nothing. 

For  Iran  to  be  a  bully, 
Afghanistan  is  the  perfect  tar¬ 
get 

All  this  also  implies  that-  the 
Middle  East's  border  is  mov¬ 
ing  further  east  In  India,  our 
part  of  the  world  is  trailed 
“West  Asia"  to  indicate  its 
proximity  to  their  own  South, 
Asian  neighborhood. 

Whether  or  not  Iran  and 
Afghanistan  fight  an  open  or 
covert  war,  it  is  still  another 
reminder  to  the  region  that 
not  everything  revolves 
around  a  steadily  declining 
Arab-Israeli  conflict 

In  fact  tbe  existence  of  so 
many  disputes  and  distrac¬ 
tions  among  Israel's  enemies 
has  always  been  a  major  and 
determining  feature  of  that 
conflict  This  far-off  crisis  is 
still  another  example  of  that 
pattern.

High  on  Secretary  of  State 
Madeleine  Albright's 
agenda  this  week  at  the 
UN  General  Assembly  will  be 
Washington’s  quest  for  interna¬ 
tional  support  for  the  next  round 
of  opposition  to  what  it  calls  the 
continuing  threat  posed  by  Iraq’s 
defiance  of  the  United  Nations. 

But  unless  Baghdad  makes 
some  new,  catastrophic  misstep, 
Washington  will  find  few  allies 
for  its  view  that  UN  members 
should  be  prepared  to  take  drastic 
measures,  including  toe  use  of 
force,  to  compel  Iraq  to  comply 
with  Security  Council  resolu¬ 
tions. 

If  Iraq  maintains  its  path  of 
confrontation,  many  diplomats 
here  agree,  tbe  US  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  will  face  a  choice  of  going 
it  alone  in  using  force  or  retreat¬ 
ing  to  a  containment  policy  that 
is  likely  to  weaken  backing  over 
time  for  tbe  economic  embargo 
that  is  the  principal  UN  weapon 
against  Iraqi  President  Saddam 
Hussein’s  regime. 

Albright  will  be  handicapped 
in  appealing  for  a  tough  and  unit¬ 
ed  international  stance  because 
of  confusion  and  doubt  about  the 
US  comjmtment  to  its  tong  cam¬ 
paign  against  Iraq. 

Spurring  this  uncertainty  was 
the  US  reaction  to  Iraq's  August 
3  announcement  that  it  was  ceas¬ 
ing  cooperation  with  efforts  by 
UN  inspectors  to  search  for  Iraqi 
weapons  of  mass  destruction. 

As  recently  as  last  February, 
toe  US  had  responded  to  such 
provocations  by  threatening  mas¬ 
sive  military  retaliation.  This 
time,  though,  Washington 
remained  conspicuously  silent 
about  the  imminent  use  of  force, 
while  denying  for  more  than  a 
month  that  this  silence  signaled 
any  change  in  toe  US  approach 
to  Iraq. 

IN  RECENT  days,  the  Clinton 
administration  has  revised  its 
explanations.  It  insists  that  its 
goals  -  eliminating  Iraq's  pro¬ 
hibited  weapons  and  maintaining 
tough  sanctions  -  remain 
unchanged. 

But  it  acknowledges  interna¬ 
tional  divisions  about  the  best 
way  to  deal  with  Iraq.  The  US 
has  elected  to  concentrate  not  on 
threats  of  air  and  missile  attacks 
but  on  winning  over  the  frag¬ 
mented  15-nation  Security 
Council. 

“We  are  moving  in  a  very 
deliberate  way  to  build  support 
and  to  makp  it  clear  that  what 
Saddam  Hussein  is  doing  is 
unacceptable  and  -that  Security 
Council  resolutions  have  to  be 
enforced,”  Martin  Indyk,  assis¬ 
tant  secretary  of  state  for 
Mideast  affairs,  told  toe  House 
International  Relations 

Committee  last  week. 

Asserting  that  the  administra¬ 
tion  has  not  abandoned  the  mili¬ 
tary  option,  he  added:  “Should  it 
become  clear  that  the  Security 
Council  is  not  prepared  to  live  up 
ro  its  obligations  in  this  regard, 
then  .  ...we  will  have  a  free  hand

to  act” 

But  Indyk  also  acknowledged 
what  everyone  at  the  UN  knows 
but  administration  officials  pre¬ 
viously  had  been  reluctant  to 
admit  publicly. 

“Today,  outside  the  United 
States,  not  a  single  country  in  the 
world  is  calling  for  the  use  of 
force  to  respond  to  Saddam 
Hussein’s  latest  refusal  to  coop¬ 
erate  with  [UN  inspections],”  he 
said.  “Not  a  single  country  in  the 
world  is  now  calling  for  the  use 
of  force  to  deal  with  Saddam 
Hussein's  cunent  blatant  viola¬ 
tion  of  Security  Council  resolu¬ 
tions” 

Indyk  then  gave  a  frank 
accounting  of  the  reasons:  Other 
countries,  including  Iraq's  neigh¬ 
bors,  don't  feel  threatened  by 
Baghdad's  weapons:  Arab  gov¬ 
ernments  fear  that  backing  the 
US  against  Iraq  will  expose  them 
to  toe  wrath  of  their  populaces: 
other  nations  are  suffering 
"fatigue  with  the  whole  issue  and 
would  prefer  it  to  go  away." 

These  same  factors  are  cited  by 
UN  diplomats  and  bureaucrats  to 
explain  that  while  some  countries 
would  like  to  see  Iraq  cooperate 
with  council  resolutions  -  and 
would  maintain  sanctions  that 
cause  hardships  for  millions  of 
Iraqis  -  there  are  sharp  limits  on 
how  far  these  countries  are  will¬ 
ing  to  go,  and  military  action 
stands  well  outside  these  bound¬ 
aries. 

CORRECTLY  or  not,  the  work¬ 


ing  assumption  among  most  dele¬ 
gations  at  toe  UN  is  that  the 
Clinton  administration  also  has 
lost  its  zeal  for  a  shooting  war 
with  Iraq. 

Diplomats  here  cite  the  White 
House's  preoccupation  with  toe 
scandal  enveloping  President  Bill 
Clinton  and  its  reluctance  to 
expose  American  forces  to  harm 
before  toe  upcoming  US  congres¬ 
sional  elections  as  good  reasons 
for  supposing  that  the  administra¬ 
tion  also  bas  been  overtaken  by 
“fatigue"  with  toe  Iraq- issue. 

Most  countries  are  delighted  by 
what  they  perceive  as  the  more- 
pacific  American  attitude,  and 
they  are  eager  to  do  what  they 
can  to  encourage  it 

That,  diplomatic  sources  say, 
was  a  major  factor  in  the  Security 
Council's  action  last  week  in  sus¬ 
pending  the  council’s  practice  of 
reviewing  the  sanctions  every  60 
days.  Now  they  will  be  kept  auto¬ 
matically  in  place  as  long  as  Iraq 
refuses  to  cooperate  with 
weapons  inspections. 

In  his  testimony,  Indyk  hailed 
that  as  a  sign  that  the  American 
effort  to  build  support  is  suc¬ 
ceeding.  And  Iraq  appeared  to 
back  him  up  by  threatening  to 
end  its  remaining  vestiges  of 
cooperation  on  inspections  if  the 
council  does  not  rescind  its 
action. 

Diplomatic  sources  here  note, 
though,  that  since  Iraq  clearly  is 
defying  toe  world  body,  even  its 
sympathizers  on  the  Security 
Council  would  be  unable  to  justi¬ 


fy  lifting  toe  sanctions  if  they 
had  continued  to  come  up  for 
periodic  review. 

The  reality,  these  sources  say, 
is  that  the  vote  to  suspend  the 
reviews  was  partly  to  encourage 
toe  US  to  continue  its  measured 
approach. 

IN  feet,  an  emphasis  on  gradual 
measures  currently  distinguishes 
all  UN  activity  involving  Iraq. 

Much  of  it  clearly  is  designed 
to  put  off  a  confrontation  while 
the  US  and  those  major  powers 
that  advocate  a  more-flexible 
approach  to  Iraq  / —  Russia, 
France  and  China  -  are  locked  in 
a  seemingly  unbreakable  stale¬ 
mate  about  what  to  do  next. 

The  focus  now  is  on  a  proposal 
by  Secretary  General  Kofi  Annan 
for  toe  Security  Council  and  Iraq 
to  engage  in  a  “comprehensive 
review”  of  their  relations  in  hope 
that  this  might  provide  a  way  out 
of  toe  impasse. 

The  council  endorsed  the  idea, 
provided  that  Iraq  stops  blocking 
inspections,  and  Annan  is  solicit¬ 
ing  views  about  what  the  review 
should  cover. 

Sources  familiar  with  these 
talks  say  Iraq’s  sympathizers 
want  the  review  to  focus  on  the 
possibility  of  easing  sanctions  in 
exchange  for  Iraqi  cooperation. 

Tbe  US  insists  on  including 
such  issues  as  human-rights 
abuses  and  such  unresolved 
issues  from  Iraq’s  1990  occupa¬ 
tion  of  neighboring  Kuwait  as 
toe  fete  of  missing  Kuwaiti  pris¬ 


oners  of  war  and  tbe  restoration 
of  stolen  Kuwaiti  property. 

Even  if  these  differences  are 
resolved,  a  comprehensive 
review  is  unlikely  any  tune  soon 
because  tbe  council  has  specified 
that  it  can  take  place  only  after 
Iraq  has  complied  with  its  oblig¬ 
ations.  and  there  is  no  indication 
that  Iraq  has  any  intention  of 
doing  that 


THE  most  likely  outcome  is  tb 
toe  US  will  have  to  choose 
between  striking  at  Iraq  on  its 
own  or  folding  its  hand  and 
deciding  that  sanctions  are  the 
practical  limit  of  how  far  it  can 
go  in  containing  Saddam 
Hussein. 

Over  time,  that  is.  likely  to 
work  in  Iraq's  fevor,  because 
those  countries  sympathetic  to 
Baghdad  could  be  expected 
eventually  to  break  the  embargo, 
and  the  UN  would  be  powerless 
to  stop  them. 

Indyk,  echoing  earlier  state¬ 
ments  by  Albright,  indicated  in 
his  testimony  that  if  the  Security 
Council  fails  to  act,  toe  adminis¬ 
tration  will  ensure  that  there  are 
what  he  called  “serious  conse¬ 
quences"  for  Iraq. 

But  Rep.  Lee  H.  Hamilton, 
Ind.,  the  ranking  Democrat  on 
the  committee  and  usually  a  sup¬ 
porter  of  toe  administration, 
noted  the  domestic  and  foreign 
uncertainty  about  US  intentions, 
and  added:  “There  are  those  who 
might  say  that  that’s  an

Hurricane  Georges 
heads  for  Cuba,  Florida

Slowed  by  the  mountains  of 
Hispaniola,  the  once-powerful  hur¬ 
ricane  headed  over  die  Windward 
Passage  toward  Cuba  with  120  kph 
winds  but  was  expected  to  strength¬ 
en  again  over  open  water. 
&  Forecasters  said  it  could  be  a  major 
hurricane  capable  of  causing  exten¬ 
sive  damage  when  it  reaches 
Honda. 

Officials  issued  an  evacuation 
.  order  for  residents  of  the  lower 
Florida  Keys  and  put  nearly  5  mil¬ 
lion  people  in  south  Honda  on  alert 
for  hurricane  conditions  within  36 
hours. 

The  death  toll  from  Geoiges, 
which  devastated  the  Dominican 
Republic  on  Tuesday  and  hit 
Puerto  Rico  earlier  this  week, 
stood  at  17  and  was  expected  to  go 
higher. 

i  In  the  Dominican  Republic,  the 
$  storm  brought  downpours  of  up  to 
60  cm  of  rain,  killed  at  least  12  peo¬ 
ple  and  caused  serious  flooding 
before  grinding  over  Haiti. 

At  8  a.m.  yesterday,  the  center  of 


the  storm  was  about  55  km  south- 
southeast  of  the  eastern  tip  of  Cuba 
and  about  975  km  southeast  of  Key 
West,  Florida,  at  latitude  19.8  north, 
longitude  73:8  west 

It  was  beaded  west-northwest 
near  24  kph  on  a  track  that  was 
expected  to  take  it  along  the  north 
coast  of  Cuba  and  into  southern 
Florida. 

Hurricane  watches  or  warnings  - 
a  higher  state  of  alert  -  were  in 
effect  for  southern  Florida,  most  of 
Cuba,  the  Bahamas,  Haiti, 
Dominican  Republic  and  Turks  and 
Caicos  islands. 

Florida  Gov.  Lawton  Chiles 
declared  a  state  of  emergency  in 
the  center  and  south  of  the  state  in 
anticipation  of  heavy  rainfall, 
high  tides,  gale-force  winds  and 
flooding. 

Georges  threatened  to  be  the 
worst  hurricane  to  hit  south 
Florida  since  1992’s  Hurricane 
Andrew,  which  caused  the  most 
damage  of  arty  storm  in  US  histo¬ 
ry,  with  total  losses  estimated  at 
some  $25  billion. 

At  7  a.  m.  yesterday,  thousands  of 
residents  of  tbe  lower  Honda  Keys 
were  ordered  to  evacuate  and  a 
similar  order  was  expected  for 
upper  Keys  residents  later  in  the 
day.  Tourists  were  ordered  out  on 
Tbesday. 


Yugoslavia  shrugs  off  threats, 
advances  into  rebel  stronghold

VAGANICA,  Yugoslavia  CAP)  - 
Serb  forces  drove  deeper  into  the 
heartland  of  the  ethnic  Albanian 
rebellion  yesterday  in  a  defiant 
show  of  power  as  world  leadens 
edged  closer  to  intervening  to  stop 
the  bloodshed. 

Serb  artillery  boomed  in  the

Thousands  of  Serb  police, 
Yugoslav  soldiers  and  armed  Serb 
civilians,  many  of  them  teenagers, 
patrolled  nearly  all  routes  into  the 
Drenica  region  yesterday,  tighten¬ 
ing  a  noose  on  the  several  hundred 
lightly  armed  rebels  who  built  a 
network  of  trenches  and  sandbag 
bunkers  in  the  mountainous  area.

Russia  calls  Finland 


spy  report  ‘misunderstanding’ 


MOSCOW  (Reuters)  -  Russia’s 
Foreign  Ministry  yesterday 
expressed  surprise  and  disap¬ 
pointment  that  two  of  its  diplo¬ 
mats  bad  been  barred  from 
Finland  and  said  accusations  the 
two  were  engaged  in  spying  were 
a  “misunderstanding.” 

Finnish  authorities  said  earlier 
yesterday  they  were  investigating 
an  espionage  case  involving  a 
Finnish  Foreign  Ministry  official 
suspected  of  passing  confidential 
European  Union  (EU)  information 
to  Russia. 

“It  is  true  that  some  time  ago  the 
authorities  in  Finland  informed  us 


by  diplomatic  channels  that  two 
employees  of  the  embassy  of  the 
Russian  Federation  in  Helsinki 
were  declared  'persona  nan  grata’ 
for  activities  allegedly  incompati¬ 
ble  with  their  diplomatic  status,” 
the  ministry  said  in  a  statement 
“This  decision  caused  us  bewil¬ 
derment  From  tbe  Russian  side,  it 
was  stated  that  the  discussion 
clearly  concerned  a  misunder¬ 
standing  and  hope  was  expressed 
that  the  decision  taken  by  Finnish 
authorities  would  be  re -exam¬ 
ined,"  it  said 


Seppo  Nevala,  head  of  the 
Finnish  Security  Police,  said  the 
Finnish  official  had  been  passing 
EU-related  material  and  other 
secrets  to  two  Russian  diplomats 
in  Helsinki,  one  of  whom  had 
already  been  asked  to  leave  during 
the  summer.  The  other  had  earlier 
left  voluntarily. 

“We  counted  on  the  tbe  tradition 
of  Russian-Hnnish  mutual  under¬ 
standing  and  good  neighbortiness.

OSLO  (Reuters)  -  Norwegian  Prime  Minister  Kjell  Magne 
Bondevik  has  been  declared  fit  after  3  1/2  weeks'  sick  leave  due  to 
depression  and  will  return  to  work  today,  his  office  said  yesterday. 

“Prime  Minister  Kjell  Magne  Bondevik  has  been  declared  fit  by  his 
doctor  from  Thursday,  September  24.  That  means  he  wiD  resume  work 
as  premier  the  same  day”  his  office  said  in  a  statement 
Bondevik,  51,  an  avid  soccer  Jan  and  generally  popular  among 
Norwegians,  went  on  sick  leave  on  August  30,  suffering  from  a 

“depressive  reaction”  to  overwork.  The  daily  Dagblodet  said 
Bondevik's  main  problem  had  been  an  inability  to  sleep  as  his  prob¬ 
lems  piled  up.  Most  Norwegians  have  seemed  to  accept  the  idea  of  a 
prime  minister  with  psychological  problems. 

Tkirkfsh  court  jails  Istanbul  mayor

The  verdict  means  Erdogan,  often  tipped  as  a  future  national  leader 
of  tbe  Islamist  movement,  looks  set  to  lose  his  status  as  mayor  and 
faces  a  lifetime  ban  from  public  office.  Legal  sources  said  the  mayor 
was  likely  to  be  jailed  in  the  coining  weeks  unless  his  lawyers  could 
lodge  a  further  last  minute  appeaL 

Canadian  Jewish  sailor  loses  Gulf  War  case 

OTTAWA  (AP)  -  The  Canadian  military  was  within  its  rights  to  turn 
down  a  Jewish  sailor,  Andrew  T.irihmann,  who  wanted  to  serve  in  the 
Middle  East  during  the  Gulf  War,  a  federal  court  judge  ruled.

1,  as  well  as  future  digital  terrestrial  and  digital  cable  platforms. 

Digital  TV  promises  viewers  a  plethora  of  new  channels  with 
improved  sound  and  image  quality,  plus  interactive  services.

Riyed,  the  father  of  Dodi  Fayed,  Diana's  companion,  who  also  died  in 
the  crash.

JUDGE  FOR  YOURSELF! 
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The  rise  of  Germany’s  political  chameleon 


Gerhard  Schroeder  describes  himself  as  neither  right  nor  left,  and  if  his  reluctance  to  take  sides  pays  off, 
he  may  become  the  first  to  dethrone  a  reigning  chancellor,  reports  William  Drozdiak 


The  story  people  like  to  tell 
most  about  Gerfiard 
Schroeder  conveys  his  manic 
ambition.  Shortly  after  getting 
elected  to  parliament  in  HKSQ,  he 
went  carousing  one  night  in  Bonn 
with  some  friends  and  wandered 
past  the  chancellor's  office.  He 
grabbed  the  iron  gate  and,  shaking 
it  with  relish,  shouted.  *1  want  to 
get  in  here,”  until  the  police  urged 
him  to  move  along. 

Next  Sunday,  Schroeders 
moment  of  glory  may  finally  arrive. 
If  he  succeeds  in  ousting 
Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl,  the  54- 
year-old  Social  Democrat  will 
become  the  first  candidate  in  mod¬ 
em  German  history  to  dethrone  a 
sitting  chancellor  in  a  general  elec¬ 
tion.  Overnight,  he  would  become 
one  of  the  world’s  most  powerful 
figures,  leading  Europe’s  largest 
nation  and  its  dominant  economy. 

Yet,  as  he  stands  on  the  doorstep 
to  what  would  be  his  ultimate  tri¬ 
umph,  Schroeder  remains  a  mystery 
for  many  German  voters.  Even 
though  he  captivates  television 
viewers  with  his  ragged  good  looks, 
mellifluous  voice  and  penetrating 
blue  eyes,  Schroeder  has  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  being  a  political  chameleon 
who  tailors  bus  speeches  and  policy 


prescriptions  to  the  audience  of  the 
moment.  While  many  Germans  say 
they  am  died  of  Kohl  after  16  years 
in  power  and  welcome  the  prospect 
of  fresh  leadership,  they  still  seem 
uncertain  about  Schroeder’s  cote 
beliefs  and  where  he  would  steer 
their  country. 

While  Schroeder  has  stressed  be 
would  maintain  continuity  in 
German  foreign  policy,  any  govern¬ 
ment  led  by  him  would  introduce  an 
element  of  uncertainty  into  US  rela¬ 
tions,  particularly  if  the  Greens 
party  were  part  of  his  ruling  coali¬ 
tion. 

For  the  past  16  years,  Kohl  has 
enjoyed  close  working  friendships 
with  every  US  president,  dating 
back  to  the  Reagan  administration. 

By  contrast  Schroeder,  a  onetime 
leftist  who  in  the  early  1980s  led 
protests  against  deployment  of  US 
medium-range  missiles  in 
Germany,  remains  an  unknown 
quantity. 

Scbroeder's  campaign  has  bor¬ 
rowed  heavily  from  the  successful 
election  strategies  of  President 
Clin  Km  and  British  Prime  Minister 
Tony  Blair.  He  calls  his  program  the 
New  Middle,  one  that  would  seek  to 
preserve  much  of  Germany's  lavish 
social  welfare  state  white  infusing 


new  dynamism  into  a  stodgy 
postindustrial  economy  that  has 
fefled  to  spawn  new  jobs  for  more, 
titan  four  million  unemployed. 

At  campaign  rallies  across  the 
coun&y,  Schroeder  emphariTnq  his 
party’s  allegiance  to  the  working 
class  and  calls  for  a  new  “Alliance 
for  Jobs"  feat  would  thrash  out  a 
consensus  strategy  among  business, 
labor  unions  and  government  He 
promises  to  cut  taxes  on  fee  poor 
and  middle  dass,  while  soaking  the 
rich  who  he  claims  are  siphoning 
their  capital  to  banks  in 
Luxembourg. 

In  a  standard  stump  speech,  be 
lambastes  Kohl  for  trying  to  curtail 
pension  and  sick  pay,  claiming  the 
ruling  Christian  Democrats  base 
their  politics  on  the  motto,  “Wfe  are 
giving  you  less  to  eat  so  why  shculd 
we  give  you  healthy  teeth?"  But 
then  be  shifts  gears,  insisting  the 
country  cannot  live  beyond  its 
means  and  must  find  a  way  to 
ensure  that  some  of  the  world's 
highest  wages  and  benefits  do  not 
undermine  its  future  competitive¬ 
ness  in  a  global  economy. 

Schroeder  denies  be  is  hying  to 
be  an  things  to  all  people,  even  as 
he  scrambles  desperately  for  votes 
in  the  waning  days  of  a  tightening 


campaign  race  than  looks  like  it  may 
end  dose  to  a  dead  heat  A  poll 
Saturday  showed  feat  within  tire 
past  month  Kohl  has  closed  fee  gap 
between  him  and  Schroeder  from  7 
points  to  2  points,  making  the  race 
virtually  even  because  the  pods 
have  a  3-point  margin  of  error. 

Schroeder  insists  he  represents 
the  pure  pragmatism  of  21st-centu¬ 
ry  politics,  a  willingness  to  embrace 
any  effective  policy  solutions 
regardless  of  dogma  or  ideology. 

“I  don’t  believe  in  labels.  Tm  nei¬ 
ther  right  nor  left,  just  a  human 
being,”  Schroeder  explained  during 
an  interview  at  his  party's  spanking 
new  headquarters  here  at  tie  heart 
of  Germany's  once  and  future  capi¬ 
tal  *Tve  always  been  something  of 
a  climber  against  the  odds, 
the  establishment.  But  I  know 
where  I  come  from." 

The  search  for  Schroeder’s  moti¬ 
vating  influences  can  be  traced  back 
to  a  hardscrabble  childhood  in 
northern  Germany.  He  was  bom  in 
1944,  and  never  got  to  know  his 
lather,  Fritz,  who  was  killed  at  the 
Russian  front  Friends  say  the 
absence  of  a  father  made  young 
Gerhard,  who  is  known  to  intimates 
as  GenL  grow  up  quickly.  They  say 
Us  deep  yearning  for  fee  approval 


of  his  peers  undoubtedly  expedited 
bis  entry  into  politics. 

It  is  a  special  bond  dot  he  shares 
wife  Clinton;  just  before  the  two 
men  met  at  the  White  House  last 
month,  Clinton  was  discussing 
Schroeder  wife  his  advisers  and  fas¬ 
tened  on  what  it  meant  never  to 
know  one’s  biological  father.  “You 
could  see  that  the  two  of  them  had 
almost  a  mystical  connection 
because  of  feat  shared  back¬ 
ground,”  a  White  House  aide  said. 

Schroeder’s  mother,  Erika,  now 
84  and  living  in  Paderbom,  strag¬ 
gled  to  raise  five  children  on  her 
meager  earnings  as  a  cleaning  lady. 
She  remembers  how  her  son  was 
distraught  because  be  had  to  quit 
school  at  age  14  to  work  as  an 
apprentice  salesman  in  a  porcelain 
shop,  but  she  never  doubted  his 
drive  to  succeed. 

She  recalled  being  depressed  one 
day  when  repossession  men  sought 
to  reclaim  some  of  their  furniture. 
Schroeder  talked  them  out  of  it  and 
then  consoled  his  mother;  saying  he 
was  determined  such  a  humiliation 
would  never  happen  again  to  his 
family.  “Just  wait,  one  day  m  take 
you  away  from  here  in  a  big 
Mercedes,”  he  said. 

“He’s  always  been  a  fighter,” 


recalled  one  of  Schroeder’s  child¬ 
hood  acquaintances,  who  requested 
anonymity.  “He  was  a  rough  and 
dirty  soccer  player,  and  when  he 
grew  up  he  became  ruthless  in  fee 
way  he  treated  even  friends  in  his 
political  careen  Hie  constantly  needs 
to  prove  himself  as  an  outsider  tak¬ 
ing  on  the  old  guard.  I’ve  always 
thought  it  was  some  kind  of  bitter¬ 
ness  about  his  impoverished 
upbringing.". 

Schroeder  fluffed  at  night  school 
and  eventually  put  himself  through 
Goettingen  University,  where  he 
graduated  wife  a  degree  in  tew.  He 
became  actively  involved  in  politics 
a  Wist  from  fee  moment  be  began 
his  legal  practice,  emerging  as  a 
leading  fight  among  the  young  left¬ 
ists  of  fete  Social  Democrats  who 
were  known  as  former  chancellor 
WQly  Brandt's  political  godchil¬ 
dren.  In  court,  he  defended  the 
cause  of  left-wing  terrorists  such  as 
Horst  Mahler. 

“Everybody  liked  to  call  himself 
a  Marxist  in  those  days,  but 
Schroeder  was  never  really  all  that 
committed  to  the  ideology,”  said 
Peter  Schneider;  the  left-wing  nov¬ 
elist  and  writer  who' got  to  know 
Schroeder  in  the.  vanguard  of 
Germany's  1968  radical  movemenL

After  watching  a  television 
broadcast  in  which  two  Bosnian 
teenage  girls  bled  to  death  -  fully 
conscious  and  in  pain  -  Blackman 
decided  to  go  to  Sarajevo.  She  acted 
against  die  advice  of  an  experienced 
political  consultant  who  had  just 
made  a  documentary  in  Bosnia 
Despite  her  lack  of  knowledge 
about  the  histoiy  of  the  conflict, 

Blackman  began  what  she  thought  was  going 
-i  to  be  a  1 0-day  trip  to  Bosnia  to  bring  back  a 
>. ‘youth  named  Edin  -  a  Bosnian  Muslim 
oiphan  who  had  lost  one  eye  and  both  legs 
and  was  hospitalized  in  Sarajevo- 
Simply  preparing  to  enter  the  war  zone  pre¬ 
sented  a  series  of  obstacles  -  much  like  ful¬ 
filling  the  quests  posed  in  Grimm’s  feiry 
tales.  The  minimum  requirements  for  travel¬ 
ing  to  Bosnia  included  obtaining  a  bullet¬ 
proof  vesL  This  turned  out  to  be  the  easiest 
demand  Blackman  had  to  meet,  but  the  most 
difficult  to  live  with,  since  she  “could  hardly 
move  under  die  heavy  weight  of  the  vest.” 
She  found  it  harder  to  get  the  necessary  spon¬ 
sorship  by  a  media  organization,  the  approval 
as  an  accredited  journalist  by  the  United 
Nations  Headquarters  in  Zagreb,  and  hun- 
l*  rireds  of  dollars  a  day  to  pay  for  drivers, 

‘  translators,  and  residence  at  the  only  hotel  in 
Sarajevo,  the  half  uninhabitable  Holiday  Inn. 

;  ..  Michael  Schneider^  the -executive  president 
American  -Jewish  -  Joint  Distribution 
Committee,  proved  to  be  one  of  Blackman’s 
most  helpful  contacts.  Schneider  explained 
that  “the  Joint  had  been...  running  humani¬ 
tarian  aid  into  Sarajevo  since  die  beginning 
of  the  war....  fit]  was  the  only  humanitarian 
group  responsible  for  successfully  evacuat¬ 
ing  more  than  one  thousand  people  of  all 
ethnic  backgrounds"  from  the  multicultural 
region  of  Bosnia.  Since  Jews  were  not 
involved  with  any  of  the  warring  factions, 
they  could  move  in  and  out  of  Sarajevo 
v  freely.  The  Joint  was  planning  another  mis- 
■  sion  to  evacuate  a  busload  of  88  people, 
including  Muslims,  Jews,  Croats  and  Serbs, 
from  Sarajevo.  Schneider  offered  to  take 
Edin  -  with  Blackman  as  his  care-giver  -  in 
this  convoy.  Thus,  the  Zagreb  Jewish 
Community  Center  was  Blackman’s  first 
stop. 

When  Blackman  finally  landed  in 


Sarajevo,  the  city  was  under  attack  by  the 
Serbs.  She  writes  candidly,  but  unhystericai- 
ly,  about  the  dangers  she  faced  daily  at  the 
half-destroyed,  half-standing  Holiday  Inn  in 
Sarajevo,  where  she  slept  in  a  bed  with  “a 
row  of  bullet  holes  across  [her  headboard]  in 
perfect  alignment  with  (her]  pillow"  She  had 
trouble  locating  a  family  who  lived  near  the 
Holiday  Inn  because  “the  neighborhood  had 
been  hit  hard  by  the  Serbs.

Searching  the  Sarajevo  State  Hospital  for 
Edin  ‘(nicknamed  Eddie),  she  was  told:  “We 
are  so  flooded  with  patients  like  Eddie  that  it 
becomes  impossible  to  keep  up  with  all  of 
them....There  are  scores  of  young  people  like 
him  all  over  Sarajevo."  Walking  down  one  of 
the  comdors  in  the  orthopedic  ward,  she  was 
accosted  by  a  doctor  who  told  her  about  a 
-five-year-old  girl  In  the  intensive-care 
surgery  unit  Irma  Hadzimuratovic  had  been 
“critically  injured  by  a  mortar  shell;  her 
mother  had  been  killed  by  the  same  shell." 
Irma  had  survived  in  the  hospital  for  a  week 
without  any  painkillers  or  antibiotics,  but 
she  was  approaching  the  point  of  death.  The 
UN,  playing  the  role  of  “passive  peacekeep¬ 
ers,"  had  not  seen  fit  to  airlift  her.

hospitalized  children.  Most  of  them  had 
been  orphaned  in  the  conflict;  some  had 
been  separated  from  their  parents  without 
knowing  their  whereabouts  or  whether 
they  were  still  alive.  Blackman  describes 
rooms  full  of  children  who  were  either 
paralyzed  or  lacking  limbs,  and  a  room  of 
cribs  in  which  the  babies  had  been 
clumped  by  the  UN  “into  the  hopeless  cat- 
egory...ineligible  for  evacuation."  She 
calls  three  of  those  infants  -  Jana.  Samira 
and  Damir  -  the  "angels  of  Kosovo.”  All 
three  had  spent  the  bulk  of  their  short  lives  in 
those  hospital  cribs.  Blackman's  rescue  mis¬ 
sion  expanded  as  her  experience  in  Sarajevo 
grew.  She  was  determined  to  evacuate  as 
many  of  the  Bosnian  orphans  as  she  could 
and  ended  up  saving  dozens  of  lives. 

Although  the  results  of  her  efforts'  may  '-' 
seem  almost  miraculous,  Blackman  never  ■ 
misrepresents  herself  as  a  saint.  Her  social 
relationships  and  sexual  foibles  are 
described  with  the  same  candor  as  her  rescue 
efforts.  In  addition  to  the  dose  relationships 
she  developed  with  the  hospitalized  chil¬ 
dren,  Blackman  befriended  a  number  of 
Sarajevo's  young  adults.  Their  courage,  their 
depression,  and  the  widespread  malnutrition 
in  Bosnia  are  all  documented  in  Blackman’s 
writing.

When  Hana,  wife  of  Gefen 
publisher  Murray  Greenfield, 
first  approached  the  Terezin 
Department  of  Education  in  1994 
with  her  idea,  they  were  “very 
frightened”  to  face  the  past  But 
with  Hana’s  assistance  and  encour¬ 
agement,  a  Holocaust  program  for 
children,  including  tours  of  the  site 
and  discussions  with  survivors,  is 
now  a  fixture  in  the  local  schools.

KIRAN  DESAI,  daughter  of 
acclaimed  Indian  novelist  Anita 
Desai,  is  following  in  her  mother’s 
footsteps.  "We’re  very  close,"  says 
the  junior  Desai.  “She  puts  every¬ 
thing  in  perspective  and  calms  me 
down  —  quite  a  hard  job  for  her 
right  now."  The  reason  for  Kiran’s 
excitement  is  that  her  fiistnovel. 
Hullabaloo  in  the  Guava  Orchard 

(Faber),  was  recently  published. 

The  book  is  about  a  misfit  who 
takes  refuge  in  a  guava  tree  and 
attracts  a  larcc  following  with  his 
lofty  pronouncements.  The  stray, 
fiDed  with  humorous  and  fantasti¬ 
cal  elements,  is  inspired  by  a  trne- 
life  character,  a  hermit  whose  many 
devotees  included  Indira  Gandhi. 

Desai  was  bom  in  1971,  and  ten 
India  for  Britain  and  fee  US  whM 
she  was  14.  She  took  a  year  off 
from  her  creative  writing  course  at 
Columbia  University  to  complete 
her  book.  She  says  “Thera  were 


wonderful  things  I  learned  and  I 
had  wonderful  teachers,  but  after  a 
while  I  found  that  1  had  to  retreat  in 
order  to  find  my  own  voice.” 

THE  Routiedge  Encyclopedia  of 
Philosophy  is  the  first  big  undertak¬ 
ing  of  its  land  in  the  last  30  years. 
The  statistics  alone  are  impressive: 
10  volumes  including  an  index, 
2,056  entries  in  seven  million 
words,  two  million  pounds  to  pro¬ 
duce,  eight  years’  work,  33  subject 
editors  and  1 300  contributors.  The 
previous  incarnation  of  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Philosophy  was 
published  in  1968  by  Colli er- 
MacmiDan  and  contained  a  mere 
four  million  words.  The  new 
Routledge  EOF  stores  a  wealth  of 
knowledge  ranging  from  the  tradi¬ 
tional  philosophies  of  Plato  and 
Descartes  to  the  more  exotic  teach¬ 
ings  of  Abu  Bakr  Ibn  Tlufayl  and 
Tseng  kha  pa  Bio  bzang  grags  pa. 
It  is  described  as  an  interdiscipli¬ 
nary  work  geared  for  a  wide  audi¬ 
ence  of  philosophers  as  well  as  stu¬ 
dents  and  lay  people.  A  companion 
CD-ROM  accompanies  the  EOF 
and  the  asking  price  for  the  pack¬ 
age  will  ran  around  £2,000. 

BRITAIN  is  the  first  to  get  the 
short  story  repackaged  in  a  new 
format  The  Travelman  is  a  short 
story  (or  two)  designed  to  look  and 
work  like  a  pocket-sized  walker's 
map.  The  series  sell  at  £1  each 
from  specially  made  “stray  vend¬ 
ing"  machines  al  stations  and  air¬ 
ports,  as  well  as  from  bookshops  in 
the  UK.  Travelman  Publishing, 
established  by  journalist  Alexander 
Waugh,  a  grandson  of  Evelyn,  has 
acquired  die  rights  to  hundreds  of 
short  stories  by  leading  writers 
such  as  D  JL  Lawrence,  H.G.  Wells 
and  Arthur  Conan  Doyle.  Waugh, 
who  apparently  won't  have  to  pay 
copyright  fees,  says  he  believes 
“the  short  story  is  woefully 
under-exploited  genre."

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Generali’s  open  account 


President  Bill  Clinton  and  the  Italian  insur¬ 
ance  company  Assicurazioni  Generali  have  two 
things  in  common  -  they  could  have  spared 
themselves  much  of  their  difficulties  by  being 
forthcoming  early  on,  and  the  Internet  will  have 
been  the  means  to  blast  out  globally  what  they 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  hide  and  deny. 

If  Generali  had,  for  example,  not  told 
Holocaust  survivors  after  the  war  that  they  must 
produce  death  certificates  to  redeem  their  mur¬ 
dered  relatives'  insurance  policies,  the  situation 
would  be  different  today.  If  Allianz,  the  other 
insurance  company  which  shared  with  Generali 
almost  all  of  the  market  among  poor  and  mid¬ 
dle-class  Hast  European  Jews,  had  not  written  to 
one  concentration  camp  survivor  that  her  dowry 
insurance  policy  had  been  “paid  to  the  SS,”  the 
situation  would  be  different  today. 

But  the  insurance  companies,  like  the  now 
famous  case  of  the  Swiss  banks,  did  not  respond 
to  the  survivors  of  the  Holocaust  with  a  sense  of 
professional  responsibility,  to  say  nothing  of 
decency  or  human  compassion.  If  there  is.  how¬ 
ever,  some  similarity  between  the  evasion  tac¬ 
tics  of  the  insurance  companies  and  the  Swiss 
banks,  on  one  point  there  should  be  no  confu¬ 
sion:  the  amount  of  information  regarding 
wartime-era  insurance  policies  is  considerably 
greater  than  that  regarding  Swiss  bank  accounts. 

Following  the  initial  disclosure  concerning 
Generali's  refusal  to  acknowledge  insurance 
policies,  the  Italian  media  discovered  an  entire 
warehouse  in  which  the  wartime  insurance  poli¬ 
cies  were  stored.  Generali,  to  its  credit,  has 
already  transferred  all  the  data  from  these 
records  onto  computer  disks.  Of  the  337,000 
policies  found  from  that  period,  about  100.000 
have  been  determined  to  be  “active"  -  meaning 
they  were  paid  for.  but  never  redeemed.  Many, 
if  not  most,  of  these  policies  are  thought  to  have 
been  taken  out  by  Jews  who  perished  in  the 
Holocaust 

So  far.  Generali  has  transferred  to  Yad  Vashem 
the  names  of  100,000  policy  holders,  but  not  the 
names  of  beneficiaries  and  other  background 
information  that  would  allow  people  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  they  are  due,  or  are  heirs  to,  a  policy. 
Generali  is  claiming  that  Italian  law  prevents  it 
from  making  all  the  information  on  the  active 
policies  public.  Alternatively,  the  giant  insur¬ 
ance  company  claims  that  policies,  some 
denominated  in  then  hyper-inflated  currencies, 
are  now  valueless.  Finally,  die  company  argues 
that  it  cannot  be  responsible  for  policies  issued 
by  branches  that  were  later  nationalized  by 
communist  governments  that  came  after  the 
war.  This  last  claim  it  bolsters  with  written  doc¬ 
uments  from  US  Embassy  officials  referring 


claimants  to  East  European  governments,  rather 
than  to  Generali. 

Clearly,  even  with  the  relatively  good  infor¬ 
mation  in  Generali's  possession  regarding  many 
policies,  there  are  serious  forensic  questions 
that  need  to  be  sorted  out.  That  will  be  the  job 
of  the  commission  established  by  an  agreement 
signed  last  month  by  five  European  insurance 
companies  (including  Generali  and  Allianz)  and 
the  US  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Commissioners.  That  agreement,  however,  does 
not  absolve  Generali  of  its  continued  use  of  con¬ 
flicting  and  disingenuous  lines  of  defense. 

In  the  case  of  the  Swiss  banks,  a  solid  base  of 
information  is  being  developed  by  the  Volker 
Commission,  charged  with  poring  through  bank 
records  to  identify  dormant  accounts.  Generali’s 
warehouse  hilt  of  policies,  and  the  many  poli¬ 
cies  already  identified  by  other  insurance  com¬ 
panies,  should  provide  the  core  of  information 
needed  to  determine  the  scope  of  a  settlement. 

The  $100  million  that  Generali  just  balked  on 
paying  -  since  the  figure  was  ruled  to  be  a  min¬ 
imum,  rather  than  a  ceiling  -  may  represent 
more,  less,  or  much  less  than  the  actual  value  of 
the  unpaid  policies.  Determining  the  value  of 
policies  that  may  have  been  almost  worthless  on 
their  maturation  date,  due  to  the  collapse  of 
local  currencies,  will  not  be  simple.  But  the  first 
step  is  clearly  to  release  the  information  that 
does  exist  to  the  public,  so  that  people  can  begin 
the  process  of  identifying  policies  that  belong  to 
them  directly  or  as  heirs.  r 

MK  Michael  Kleiner,  chairman  of  the  Knesset 
Insurance  Subcommittee,  has  called  repeatedly 
for  Generali  to  release  all  its  information  on  the 
relevant  active  policies  over  the  Internet.  Like 
the  Starr  Report,  once  released,  the  information 
may  be  more  or  less  damning  than  people 
expect,  but  having  it  out  there  allows  people  to 
judge  for  themselves  and  it  allows  leaders  to 
begin  to  resolve  the  issue.  The  first  job  of  the 
new  commission,  therefore,  should  be  to  release 
the  solid  information  that  exists  on  insurance 
policies,  devise  a  formula  for  determining  their 
value,  and  ensure  that  everyone  with  a  legiti¬ 
mate  link  to  an  active  policy  is  paid  its  full 
value. 

In  the  meantime,  it  would  be  a  mistake  for  the 
government  of  Israel  to  give,  of  all  things,  an 
award  to  Generali  for  its  $320  million  invest¬ 
ment  in  Migdal  insurance,  as  one  of  dozens  of 
foreign  companies  that  made  major  investments 
in  Israel.  Generali’s  account  with  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Holocaust  survivors  and  their  descen¬ 
dants  is  still  open.  If  the  company  continues  to 
refuse  to  release  the  information  it  has,  it  should 
face  Israeli  and  international  sanctions.

The  Palestine  Post  pub¬ 
lished  a  complete,  original  text  of 
the  agreement  reached  between 
Emir  Faisal  Ibn  Hussein,  repre¬ 
senting  and  acring  on  behalf  of 
the  Arab  Kingdom  of  Hedjaz,  and 
Dr.  Chaim  Weizmann.  of  the 
Zionist  Organization. The  Emir 
promised  to  do  all  he  could  to 
assist  the  Zionist  movement,  and 
expressed  hope  that  the  Zionists 
and  Arabs  will  work  in  complete 


harmony  and  understanding. 

JO  years  ago:  On  September  24, 
1948,  The  Palestine  first  reported 
that  the  Provisional  Council  of 
Israel  unanimously  approved  the 
Emergency  Regulations  for  the 
Prevention  of  Terrorism  enacted 
by  the  cabinet  afier  the  murder  of 
Count  Bemadotte. 

According  to  a  confidential 
report  the  Arab  military  opposed 
the  return  of  Arab  refugees  into 


“liberated  areas'*  of  Palestine, 
since  this  would  hinder  their  mil¬ 
itary  operations. 

25  years  ago:  On  September 
24,  1973,  The  Jerusalem  Post 
reported  that  the  last  bottleneck 
of  the  40km.  long  Hadera-Haifa 
highway  was  eliminated  with  the 
opening  of  a  sophisticated  Haifa 
interchange.

Before  it’s  too  late 


It  may  still  be  possible  to  block 
the  threat  of  state-sponsored 
nuclear  terrorism,  that,  like  the 
bin  Laden  exploits,  may  be  dis¬ 
guised  as  the  “privatized”  initia¬ 
tive  of  individuals. 

Rogue  stares  are  encouraged  by 
ineffective  US  response  to  terror¬ 
ism,  the  unraveling  of  sanctions 
against  Iraq  and  Iran  and  inaction 
against  states  assisting  them  to 
acquire  weapons  of  mass  destruc¬ 
tion  (especially  their  erstwhile  and 
potential  ally  -  Russia). 

Iran.  North  Korea,  Iraq,  Libya 
and  Syria  all  have  employed  tenor- 
ism  as  a  tactic  to  demoralize  the 
West.  They  may  soon  resort  to  non- 
conventional  blackmail  for  strate¬ 
gic  purposes.  In  the  Middle  East 
die  possession  of  such  weapons 
will  enable  rogue  states  to  threaten 
oil  shipping,  to  hike  its  price,  and 
force  a  huge  transfer  of  wealth, 
bleeding  Western  economies. 

Once  this  happens  little  can  stop 
them,  probably  not  even  a  balance 
of  terror  of  the  sort  that  kept  a  peace 
of  sorts  between  the  West  and 
Communism.  Wrongly  assessing 
an  opportunity,  or  fearing  defeat, 
they  may  go  beyond  the  bnnk. 

This  said,  one  must  also  recog¬ 
nize  that  even  aggressive,  irra- 
"tional  regimes  have  real  security 
concerns,  especially  when  their 
neighbors  are  aggressive  and  para¬ 
noid  too.  It  is  important  to  assess 
how  their  view  of  the  dangers  and 
opportunities  facing  them  may 
affect  their  strategy. 

Iran  is  a  prime  example.  The 
eight-year  war  that  Iraq  waged 
against  it,  funded  by  oil-producing 
Arab  states  and  assisted  by 
Western  powers  (notably  France) 
justifiably  made  Iran  waiy  of  a 
nuclear  Iraq. 

Its  fears  must  be  aggravated  by 
the  failure  of  the  US  to  curb 
Saddam  and  by  the  continued 
willingness  of  states  such  as 
Russia  and  France  to  assist  him. 
Iran  probably  believes  that 
Saddam  may  exploit  Western

impotence  by  using  his  noncon- 
ventional  weapons  to  eventually 
dominate  the  Gulf  and  oil  ship¬ 
ping,  as  he  has  attempted  before. 

WHILE  the  US  will  most  probably 
resist  such  an  attempt  (a  fractured 
cowardly  Europe  will  probably 
succumb),  its  present  weakness 
and  the  lack  of  staying  power  it 
exhibited  in  Beirut  and  elsewhere 
have  undermined  its  credibility. 

Rogue  states  might  doubt  its 
ability  to  risk  nuclear  confronta¬ 
tion  with  an  opponent  that  could 
incinerate,  for  starters,  the  oil 
fields,  and  follow  with  a  threat  of 
nuclear  or  biological  terrorism. 
Dictatorships  typically  exaggerate 
the  internal  divisions  and  indeci¬ 
siveness  in  a  democracy,  and  fail 
to  appreciate  its  resiliency. 

Convinced  of  US  degeneracy 
(Oh,  Lewinsky!)  and  eventual 
Western  disintegration,  they  may 
be  tempted  to  hasten  the  day  by 
ever  more  painful  probes.  The 
West,  unfortunately,  seems  reluc¬ 
tant  to  stop  the  slide  down  a  slip¬ 
pery  slope  with  a  resolute  show  of 
force.  • 

Leading  a  hated,  exploitative 
Christian  West,  only  the  US  can 
block  historical  Iranian  ambitions 
(pursued  by  the  mullahs  as  they 
were  by  the  Shah,  who  was  the 
first  to  raise  the  price  of  oil  in 
1973!)  to  dominate  the  Gulf,  raise 
the  price  of  oil,  and  generally 
humble  the  Christian  West. 

Iran  has  already  prepared  two 
choke  points,  one  at  the  straits  of 
Hormuz,  the  other  in  the  Horn  of 
Africa,  and  developed  a  naval 
force,  including  Russian  Kilo-style 
submarines,  that  could  block  oil 
shipments  and  US  reinforcements. 

Once  it  develops  a  non-conven- 
tional  deterrent  it  could  challenge 
the  West  with  impunity.  It  could 
then  also  fulfill  its  constitutional 
commitment  'To  realize  the  politi¬ 


cal.  economic  and  cultural  unity  of 
Islam”  under  the  banner  of  Shiite 
triumphalism,  by  destroying  the 
heretic  Sunni  regime  in  Arabia, 
whose  control  of  Islam's  most 
holy  shrines  must  be  an  unaccept¬ 
able  affront  to  a  nation  with  such  a 
strong  pride  of  race  and  religion. 

Iran  keeps  old  scores.  It  still 
hates  the  US  for  toppling 
Mussadek’s  1953  anti-Western 
uprising,  and  vented  its  fury  dur¬ 
ing  the  hostage  crisis  and  in  the 
unusual  torture  inflicted  on  the 
captured  CIA  Beirut  chief. 

But  however  much  Iran  hates 
the  US.  its  hatred  of  the  Saudis, 
who  bankrolled  Saddam's  assault 
and  have  invited  US  presence  in 
the  Gulf,  must  be  far  greater.  In 
addition,  with  huge  oil  reserves, 
the  Saudis  have  been  keeping  the 
price  of  oil  low,  to  prevent  the 
development  of  alternative 
sources  and  fuels. 

Iran  is  desperate  for  higher  oil 
income  to  feed  its  welfare-promot¬ 
ed  population  explosion.  Its  mass¬ 
es,  made  destitute  and  forced  to 
migrate  to  towns  by  its  disastrous 
statist  economic  policies  that 
despoiled  agriculture  and  industry, 
are  very  restive.  Without  large 
additional  income  from. oil,  Iran- 
will  be  unable  to  protect  its  revolu¬ 
tion  internally,  export  it  abroad  and 
finance  a  costly  nuclear  program. 

This  is  why  the  denial  of  oil 
income  to  rogue  st3tes  should 
continue  to  be  a  top  priority,  even 
if  it  has  not  prevented  their  acqui¬ 
sition  of  weapons  of  mass  destruc¬ 
tion.  Lack  of  funds  could  still  sig¬ 
nificantly  limit  their  military  capa¬ 
bilities  and  thus  pressure  them 
into  wanting  to  cut  a  deal. 

The  US  must  also  draw  clear  red 
lines  which  rogue  states  must  not 
cross  on  pain  of  nuclear  preemp¬ 
tion.  As  the  waffling  with  Saddam 
proved,  uncertainty  and  a  vacuum 
of  power  court  disaster.  For  its 
own  interests,  as  well  as  for  the 
world  s  sake,  the  US  must  act 
soon,  before  it  is  too  late. 


The  View  From  the  East

Approaching  P-Day 


More  than  50  years  ago.  the 
United  Nations  General 
Assembly  voted  with  a 
slight  majority  to  recommend  the 
establishment  of  a  Jewish  and  an 
Arab  state  in  Palestine.  Using  this 
international  call.  Jewish 
Palestinians  declared  statehood, 
sought  international  recognition 
and  moved  ahead  in  making  their 
dream  come  true. 

Today  Palestinians  find  them¬ 
selves  in  nearly  the  same  position. 
Not  only  has  the  Arab  portion  of 
that  1947  UN  resolution  not  been 
completed  but  hundred  of  other 
international  resolutions  have 
been  passed  supporting 
Palestinian  statehood. 

Palestinian  President  Yasser 
Arafat  will  address  the  interna¬ 
tional  community  and  ask  for  their 
support  of  the  Palestinian  plans  to 
declare  a  state  on  the  eve  of  May 
4,  1999.  On  that  date,  the  five-year 
interim  phase  of  the  Oslo 
Agreement  would  have  run  out 
The  clock  began  ticking  when 
Israel  and  the  PLO  signed  the 
agreement  for  the  implementation 
of  the  agreement,  which  staled 
clearly  that  both  sides  must  con¬ 
clude  a  permanent  status  agree¬ 
ment  at  the  beginning  of  the  third 
year  of  the  interim  phase  but  no 
later  than  the  fifth  year.  So  unless 
an  agreement  is  reached  before 
that,  Palestinians  will  consider 
themselves  free  to  make  a  unilat¬ 
eral  move  towards  statehood. 

Some  have  termed  Yasser 
Arafat’s  repeated  statements  that 
he  will  declare  a  state  in  May  1999 
as  a  ploy  aimed  at  forcing  the  hes¬ 
itant  Israelis  to  move  ahead  in  the 
peace  process.  Others  have 
warned  the  Palestinian  leadership 
that  it  doesn’t  have  the  necessary 
ingredients  for  a  viable  state. 

While  generally  supportive,  the 
Palestinian  public  is  withholding 


judgment  on  this  issue,  waiting  to 
find  out  how  key  neighboring 
countries,  the  US  and  Europe  will 
react  to  such  a  call. 

THERE  is  no  doubt  that  President 
Arafat  has  his  work  cut  out  for 
him  if  this  long-term  Palestinian 
aspiration  is  to  be  translated  into 
reality. 

To  begin  with,  let  us  look  at  the 
plus  side.  The  Palestinian  people 
and  their  leadership  are  living  on 
their  lands  and  such  a  call  to 
declare  a  Palestinian  state  while 
on  Palestinian  soil  is  certainly 
more  credible  and  powerful  than 
the  declaration  10  years  ago  from 
faraway  Algiers. 

Palestinians  also  have  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  basic  institutional  sup¬ 
port.  An  88-seat  elected  legislature 
exists  and  is  learning  what  it 
means  to  make  legislation. 

Governmental  institutions  from 
ministries  to  specialized  institu¬ 
tions  like  the  water  authority,  envi¬ 
ronment  authority  and  monetary 
authority  are  all  in  place  and  work¬ 
ing.  Palestinians  have  birth  certifi¬ 
cates,  passports  and  driving  licens¬ 
es  issued  by  Palestinian  govern¬ 
ment  offices.  We  have  Palestinian 
stamps,  national  and  private  radio 
and  television,  a  privatized  multi¬ 
million  dollar  telephone  company 
and  even  a  thriving  casino. 

On  the  negative  side,  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  are  separated.  The 
international  borders  of  both  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  are  under 
Israeli  control.  Palestinians  have 
neither  water,  energy  sources  or 
food  reserves  that  can  enable  them 
to  withstand  any  siege. 

Politically.  Palestinians  have 
mixed  opinions  of  the  Palestinian 
National  Authority’s  track  record 
since  its  establishment  in  1994. 
While  declaring  a  state  will  cer¬ 
tainly  galvanize  the  public. 


Palestinians  in  Palestine  and 
around  the  world  have  strong 
reservations  about  the  PNA’s 
record  on  human  rights,  democra¬ 
cy  and  the  rule  of  law. 

President  Arafat  must  institute 
major  changes  in  policy  in  order  to 
ensure  support  and  willingness  to 
make  the  sacrifices  that  such  a 
declaration  might  require. 

Externally,  Palestine  will  gener¬ 
ally  get  wide  support.  If  we  can 
judge  by  the  support  Palestine 
received  when  it  was  declared  in 
1988,  more  than  1 00  countries  will 
recognize  the  new  state.  The  big 
question  remains  how  four  key 
countries  will  react;  the  US.  Israel, 
Jordan  and  Egypt. 

The  Netanyahu  administration 
has  said  that  Israel  is  opposed  to  a 
Palestinian  stole.  Egypt  and  Jordan, 
which  already  treat  Palestine  as  a 
sovereign  state,  will  undoubtedly 
reconfirm  their  support  But  many 
Palestinians  are  wondering  whether 
these  two  neighboring  Arab  coun¬ 
tries  will  provide  more  than  politi¬ 
cal  and  public  support  to  the  newly 
declared  state. 

Ordinary  citizens,  as  well  as 
business  people,  are  bracing  them¬ 
selves  for  the  possibility  of  a 
tough  Israeli  reaction.  Jordan  and 
Egypt’s  response  to  a  newly 
declared  state  will  be  put  to  the 
test.  Will  they,  for  example, 
deploy  their  armies  to  help  break  a 
possible  indefinite  siege  that  Israel 
might  place  on  Palestine?  How  the 
US  will  react  to  such  an  act  is  any¬ 
one’s  guess. 

In  the  final  analysis  one  thing  is 
clear.  While  Palestinians  know 
what  they  want  -  namely  an  inde¬ 
pendent  state  -  Israel  knows  what 
it  doesn’t  want.  As  we  get  close  to 
P-Day,  those  who  know  what  they 
want  will  likely  have  a  better 
chance  at  getting  it  than  those  who 
are  only  opposed.

Reinventing  the  talk  show 

Roseanne  hopes  that  her  new  TV  show  will  help  people 
of  different  cultures  and  religions  understand  one  another

"Vs  not  even  noon  yet,  but  inside 
new  office  at  CBS* 
t  vision  City  in  Los  Angeles, 
is  already  shaking, 
t’s  not  her  temper,  as  some

broker  with  her  groundbreaking 
Roseanne  series  might  assume. 

]|  it's  not  trepidation,  even 
the  actress-comedian  is 
into  the  heavily  competi- 
treacherous  field  of  day- 
rime  talk  shows.  Among  the  recent 
performers  who  have  gone  before 
her  into  the  arena,  only  to  fall  on 
were  Marilu  Henner, 
Hamilton,  Suzanne 
and  Gabrielle  Cateris. 
shaking  has  to  do  with 
flow  of  ideas  about 
what  she  wants  to  accomplish  with 
her  new  venture.  The  Roseanne 
Show,  which  recently  premiered  in 

fire,”  declares  the 
entertainer.  “This 
I  never  sleep.  I  go 
I  shaking  all  the  time  - 1  feel 
all  this  intense  energy.  I’m  in  a 
free  creative  space,  trying  to  get  to 
real  freedom." 


And  she  is  determined  not  to  let 
the  cliched  traditions  and  restric¬ 
tions  of  the  daytime  talk  show 
genre  stand  in  her  way.  She  says 
she  wants  to  reinvent  standard  talk 
shows,  where  celebrities  come  on 
mainly  to  plug  their  latest  projects, 
then  leave. 

“I  don't  need  to  get  people  who 
have  been  on  eight  other  talk 
shows,**  Roseanne  says  as  she 
brushes  back  her  new  hairdo.  *T 
don’t  want  those  people  unless 
they  have  something  positive  to 
say,  unless  they  can  contribute 
hope,  unless  they  can  offer  some¬ 
thing.  Fm  sick  of  eveiything  being 
torn  down." 

Don’t  get  her  wrong.  The 
Roseanne  Show  will  feature 
celebrities,  as  well  as  comedy  bits 
and  recurring  characters.  Despite 
her  serious  tone,  Roseanne  is  still 
a  comic  at  heart. 

But  she  is  more  focused  on  pro¬ 
viding  an  informational  -  and 
even  spiritual  -  forum  for  the 
exchange  of  ideas.  With  the  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  a  new  millennium  around 
the  comer,  she  wants  ter  show  to 
serve  as  a  hopeful  vehicle  that  will 
help  people  of  different  cultures 
and  religions  understand  one 
another  better. 

“Just  having  the  free  exchange 


of  ideas  is  exciting,”  Roseanne 
says.  “I  want  to  have  on  contribut¬ 
ing  members  of  society  ...  and 
mothers.  We  want  to  explore  chil¬ 
dren's  issues*  I  never  thought  I 
would  ever  feel  this  ignited  at  this 
level.  Information  can  change 
lives.” 

One  example  of  what  Roseanne 
is  trying  to  accomplish  took  place 
during  a  recent  taping  in  which 
basketball  “bad  boy”  Dennis 
Rodman  appeared.  Roseanne 
teasingiy  asked  Rodman  to 
remove  his  large  hat  and  sun¬ 
glasses,  but  Rodman  repeatedly 
refused.  Roseanne  just  snatched 
the  bat  off  at  one  point,  which 
surprised  but  did  not  anger 
Rodman  as  he  rubbed  his  lumi¬ 
nously  dyed  hair. 

Moments  later,  Roseanne  sur¬ 
prised  Rodman,  who  in  June  had 
paid  for  the  burial  of  James  Byrd 
Jr.,  a  black  man  who  was  mur¬ 
dered  when  three  white  men 
allegedly  dragged  and  dismem¬ 
bered  hun  in  a  racially  motivated 
attack.  Two  of  Byrd’s  sisters  came 
on  the  show  Co  thank  Rodman  and 
to  give  him  a  special  certificate. 
Even  behind  bis  sunglasses,  he 
was  noticeably  touched. 

“What  happened  with  that  whole 
segment  was  real  television,  and 


that’s  what  we’re  trying  to  do," 
says  Jeff  Wald,  Roseanne’s  man¬ 
ager  and  one  of  the  syndicated 
series’  executive  producers.  “She 
has  this  warmth  and  kindness. 
She’ll  allow  guests  to  have  a 
forum  to  get  through  their  ideas, 
but  she  also  wants  to  see  what 
makes  them  laugh  and  makes 
them  think." 

The  Roseanne  Show  is  being 
produced  and  distributed  by  King 
World,  which  also  produces  and 
distributes  The  Oprah  Winfrey 
Show,  the  elite  of  the  talk  field. 
Under  terms  of  King  World's  con¬ 
tract  with  stations,  The  Roseanne 
Show  can  never  air  against 
Winfrey  or  Rosie  O’DonuelTs 
program. 

“We’re  not  in  competition  with 
them,"  says  Michael  King,  vice 
chairman  and  chief  executive  offi¬ 
cer  of  King  Wo  rid  Productions 
Inc.

Singer/actress  Meital  Trabclsi’s 
star  is  on  foe  rise.  Blessed  with 
good  looks  and  a  distinctive  voice, 
she  combines  her  knowledge  of 
music  and  drama  to  produce  mem¬ 
orable  and  professional  perfor¬ 
mances. 

Bom  near  Ramie,  Trabelsi 
moved  with  her  family  at  the  age 
of  six  to  Sharm  el-Sheiklu  then 
moved  back  to  Ramie  when  Israel 
returned  the  Sinai  to  Egypt  six 
years  later.  But  her  travels  did  not 
impede  her  musical  development 
-  her  childhood  was  peppered 
with  musical  opportunities  and 
she  participated  in  city  and  nation¬ 
al  youth  choirs  from  foe  first 
grade. 

In  the  army  she  served  in  foe 
prestigious  Army  Entertainment 
Corps  and  had  her  first  big  break 
singing  “Noa"  on  foe  TV  special  A 
Tribute  to  Naomi  Shemer. 

“My  career  began  with  Naomi 
Sbemer’s  songs  and  the  Army.  I 
love  her  songs,"  says  Trabelsi. 
“They  have,  together  with  my 
army  service,  served  as  a  solid 
base  and  have  opened  doors  of 
opportunity.” 

Trabelsi  sang  “My  Captain”  at 
the  first  anniversary  memorial 
concert  for  Yitzhak  Rabin.  Her 
theater  credits  include  starring  as 
Maria  in  the  Israeli  stage  produc¬ 
tion  of  Leonard  Bernstein’s  West 
Side  Story ;  and  playing  the  leading 
Singing  role  in  Eitan  Green's 
movie  Tears  Fall  By  Themselves. 

Earlier  this  year,  Trabelsi  made 
her  first  album,  Nishar  li  Shir  (*T 
Was  Left  with  a  Song").  Among 
the  cuts  on  foe  album,  many  writ¬ 
ten  by  well-known  artists  such  as 
Meir  Banai  and  Mickey  Gavrielov, 
are  songs  that  Trabelsi  wrote  and 
arranged  herself.

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Portable  power 

Snacking  and  skipping  occasional  meals  are  a  part  of  life  these  days. 
Vending-machine  cuisine  doesn’t  have  to  be  your  only  option.

Ever  find  yourself  running 
late  in  the  morning  and  skip¬ 
ping  breakfast  to  get  to  the 
airport  on  time?  Or  bypassing 
lunch  to  finish  a  report?  We’ve 
become  such  a  nation  of  on-the-go 
mbblers  that  one  of  the  major 
requirements  of  food  in  the  ‘90s  is 
that  it  be  portable. 

And  long  distances  aren’t 
required:  The  path  from  canteen 
vending  machine  to  desk  is  the 
most  well-traveled  of  alL  We  all 
know  those  are  poor  choices  - 
gooey  doughnuts,  sticky  candy 
bars,  fake  cheese  crackers.  You  fill 
the  pit  of  your  stomach,  but  the 
pendulum  of  hunger  swings  on 
from  one  missed  meal  to  the  next. 

Still,  what  are  the  options? 
Here’s  one:  With  a  little  planning, 
you  can  pull  a  delicious,  healthy 
snack  out  of  your  briefcase  or  bag 
that  will  Bridge  the  space  between 
rush  hour  and  midnight  oil  and 
make  you  forget  all  those  other 
joyless  journeys  to  the  land  of 
junk.  The  major  payoff  is  in  your 
mouth  -  who  can  resist  the  allure 
of  scones,  biscotti,  muffins?  But 
making  your  own  between-meals 
snacks  also  placates  your  head  and 
body  because  you're  in  charge  of 
your  own  engine. 

“I  think  it  adds  a  psychic  value 
when  you  make  something  in  your 
own  kitchen,”  says  Georgia 
Kostas,  director  of  nutrition  at  the 
Cooper  Clinic  in  Dallas  and  author 
of  The  Balancing  Act:  Nutrition 
and  Weight  Guide.  ‘Tt's  a  whole 
different  satisfaction  that  you’re 
nourishing  your  body  when  you 
choose  something  that’s  home¬ 
made  as  opposed  to  something 
that’s  purchased." 

You  shouldn't  make  a  habit  of 
missing  regular  meals,  of  course, 
but  let’s  stay  real.  And  if  you  want 
to  do  that,  these  snacks  are  real 
good. 

Most  of  these  breads  and  snack 
bars  will  stay  moist  and  fresh-tast¬ 
ing  for  a  couple  of  days  if  they  are 
stored  property.  Let  the  muffins, 
scones,  and  bars  cool  completely. 
Divide  into  individual  portions 
and  wrap  each  portion  in  a  piece 
of  heavy-duty  plastic  wrap.  These 
snacks  can  be  frozen  for  up  to  1 
month.  Thaw  them  at  room  tem¬ 
perature,  or  reheat  them  in  the 
microwave  for  30  seconds.  Store 
the  granola  in  individual  zip-top 
plastic  bags  for  quick  grab-to-go 
snacks. 

POWER  BISCOTTI 

Peanut  butter  takes  the  place  of 
margarine  or  butter,  adding  flavor 
as  well  as  protein  and  B  vitamins. 

2  cups  all-purpose  flour 
X  cup  sugar 
X  tsp.  baking  soda 
V*  tsp.  salt 

A  cup  chunky  peanut  tamer 
1  tsp.  vanilla  extract 
2  large  eggs 
2  large  egg  whites 
Cooking  spray 

1  .Preheat  oven  to  160  degrees. 

2.  Lightly  spoon  flour  into  dry 
measuring  cups;  level  with  a  knife. 

Combine  flour,  sugar,  baking 
soda,  and  salt  in  a  large  bowL 
Combine  peanut  butter,  vanilla, 
eggs,  and  egg  whites  in  a  medium 
bowl,  stirring  well  with  a  whisk; 
add  to  flour  mixture,  stirring  just 
until  blended. 

3.  Turn  dough  out  onto  a  lightly 
floured  surface;  shape  into  a  10- 
inch-long  roll.  Place  roll  on  a  bak¬ 
ing  shea  coated  with  cooking 
spray;  flatten  to  1-inch  thickness. 
Bake  at  160  degrees  for  35  min¬ 
utes. 

Remove  roll  from  baking  sheet; 
cool  10  minutes  on  a  wire  rack. 
Reduce  oven  temperature  to  150 
degrees. 

4.  Cut  roll  diagonally  info  18

Phyllis’s  Tips

Hot  rolls  for  the  holiday 
Several  readers  have  written 
me  with  questions  about  yeast 
use,  especially  wanting  to  know 
if  it  is  possible  to  freeze  yeast 
dough  before  baking.  One  reader 
asked  if  it  is  possible  to  make 
rolls  and  bake  diem  first  thing  in 
the  morning.  Here's  the  scoop: 
Make  the  dough  and  freeze  it 
immediately,  before  it  has  a 
chance  to  rise.  If  it  has  risen  a  lit¬ 
tle,  punch  down  and  knead 
briefly  before  freezing  it. 

If  you  are  planning  to  bake 
bread  tire  next  morning,  set  the 
frozen  bread  dough  on  a  baking 
sheet  on  the  counter  and  let  it 
defrost  and  rise  overnight  The 
bread  should  rise  folly  overnight 
If  rolls  are  desired,  shape  the 
dough  before  you  freeze  it  and 
place  the  frozen  rolls  on  a  baking 
tray  (or  a  reusable  aluminum  bak¬ 
ing  dish  lined  with  parchment 
paper)  and  store  in  die  refrigera¬ 
tor  overnight  If  they  don’t  rise 
folly  in  the  refrigerator,  leave  the 
rolls  out  till  they  do. 

Make  sure  the  dough  rises  . 
fully  (to  the  size  you  think  it 
should  be)  before  baking  as 
usual  It  also  is  crucial  to  have 
die  oven  preheated  to  the  correct 
temperature  before  baking.

In  the  US  we  had  heavy  cream 
and  light  cream  and  half-and- 
half^  so  when  I  try  to  translate  it 
to  Israel,  Fm  really  confused. 
Can  you  help?

In  Israel  we  have  regular  cream 
which  is  38%.  There  is  also  UFT 
long-life  cream  which  is  also  38%. 

The  minimum  milk  fat  content 
by  weight  for  various  types  of 
cream  is:  clotted  cream  55%;  dou¬ 
ble  cream  48%;  heavy  cream  36%; 
whipping  cream  35%-30%;  single 
cream  (in  the  UK)  or  light  cream 
(in  the  US)  18%;  and  half  cream  or 
half-and-half  12%. 

Where  can  I  find  mushrooms 
that  are  large  enough  to  stuff?  Is 
there  a  grower  K  can  go  to?

You  did  not  mention  whether  the 
fruits  of  your  tree  are  bitter  (like 
mine  are)  or  sweet  My  only  sug¬ 
gestion  is  to  try  prepare  them  in 
syrup  and  see  if  that  works.  Here's 
a  recipe  that  I’ve  tried  before  with 
kuraquats  that  might  work  for 
your  tangerines: 

TANGERINES  IN  SYRUP 

2  cups  water 

A  cup  honey 

1  cup  sugar  or  demerara  sugar 

500  gr.  tangerines 

Mix  water,  honey  and  sugar  in  a 


pot  and  bring  to  a  boil  over  medi¬ 
um  heat,  stirring  to  prevent  burn¬ 
ing.  Add  tangerines  (mine  have  a 
loose  skin  which  is  easily  peeled, 
you  might  want  to  try  peeling 
some  and  leaving  others  unpeeled 
to  check  out  the  difference),  and 
cook  over  low  heat  till  the  fruit  is 
tender;  stirring  often  and  pressing 
them  down  into  the  syrup  with  the  J? 
back  of  a  spoon. 

For  a  spiced  version,  add  1-2  hot ' 
peppers.  IX  tsp.  turmeric,  a  piece 
of  cinnamon,  a  dash  of  nutmeg,  A 
tsp.  ginger.  2  whole  cloves  and  X 
tsp.  cumin  seeds.  (Makes  1  liter.)

On  Camera 

By  David  Brauner 


With  the  New  Year  season 
here,  it's  a  most  appro¬ 
priate  time  to  take  a 
hard  look  at  your  photographic 
“signature.”  The  fact  of  the  mat¬ 
ter  is  that  you  are  your  pho¬ 
tographs  and  your  photographs 
are  you.  So  when  you  look  at 
your  pictures,  you're  also  looking 
at  a  fait  of  you. 

Before  going  any  further,  let’s 
sort  out  two  terms  that  will  help 
us  to  better  understand  die 
essence  of  our  photo  signature; 
“voice”  and  “style.”  Most  photo 
writers  and  critics  often  confuse 
the  two  and  use  them  inter¬ 
changeably. 

Voice  is  the  unconscious  ele¬ 
ment  -  the  photographer’s  per¬ 
sonality  and  temperament  -  that 
comes  through  in  every  picture. 
Brashness,  recklessness,  thought¬ 
fulness  and  orderliness  are  exam¬ 
ples  of  inborn  characteristics  that 
determine  the  areas  where  a  pho¬ 
tographer  will  work,  which 
frames  s/he  will  intuitively  take 
or  not  take,  and  the  important  part 
accidents  and  luck  will  play  in  his 
or  her  learning  process. 

Your  photographic  voice  is  the 
common  thread  that  runs  through 
all  your  pictures.  It’s  your  finger¬ 


print,  your  handwriting  profile, 
your  DNA  typing.  Your  voice  is 
unique  and  unalterable. 

Voice  underlies  style.  Style  is 
the  conscious  element  of  photog¬ 
raphy  (or  for  that  matter,  any 


other  art  form).  Style  is  a  function 
of  choice  and  planning;  which 
camera,  materials,  lighting,  sub¬ 
ject  matter,  composition,  and  on 
and  on.  Style  is  the  sum  total  of  a 
photographer’s  decisions. 


A  style  emerges,  develops  and 
matures  as  likes  and  dislikes 
change.  Style  is  likely  to  vary 
through  a  long  career,  or  from 
one  photographic  medium  to 
another.  Physical  and  financial

limitations,  associations  with 
other  photographers  and  the 
demands- made  on  one’s  work  by 
personal  ambition  or  clients  can 
also  influence  style. 

It  would  be  a  mistake  to  over¬ 
simplify  die  separation  between 
voice  and  style.  The  two  concepts 
are  intimately  bound  up.  Eveiy 
picture  a  photographer  produces 
ultimately  bears  his  one-of-a-kind, 
combined  voice/style  “signature.” 

The  aim  of  every  photographer 
is  to  create  a  recognizable  signa¬ 
ture.  Some  photographic  signa¬ 
tures  are  strong  and  exciting, 
while  others  may  be  cool  and 
soothing. 

When  I  worked  in  the 
Jerusalem  Post  Photo  Archives, 
part  of  the  job  was  searching 
through  envelopes  of  pictures 
organized  by  subjects.  After  years 
of  experience,  I  could  easily  rec¬ 
ognize  the  distinct  signatures  of 
most  of  the  photographers  the 
paper  worked  with.  Of  course, 
sometimes  I’d  turn  over  the  pic¬ 
ture,  see  the  name  of  the  photog¬ 
rapher,  and  discover  I  was  wrong. 
But  not  often. 

For  me,  the  signature  of  David 
Rubinger  is  uniquely  identifiable 
for  its  consistent  high  quality. 
The  voice  radiates  honesty  and 
integrity,  confidence  and  solidity. 
His  straightforward,  three-dimen¬ 
sional  style,  backed  up  by  sharp¬ 
ness  and  superb  print  quality,  is 
never  crude  or  invasive. 

As  a  great  news  photographer, 
the  late  Rahamim  Israeli  pos¬ 
sessed  the  important  knack  of 
being  there.  His  photo  voice  had 
a  quickness  and  rare  modesty:  His 
rough  and  ready,  professional 
snapshot  szyle  captured  the 
immediacy  of  the  events  he  cov¬ 
ered.  He  geared  his  pictures  for 
tomorrow’s  paper. 

Werner  Braun's  signature  is 
that  of  a  creative  illustrator.  His 
pictures  often  tell  stories,  convey 
a  mood,  or  dispense  his  quiet 
smiling  sense  of  humor. 
Stylistically.  Braun  pays  a  great 
deal  of  attention  to  detail  and  bal¬ 
ance  in  the  composition  of  his 
prints. 

The  feminine  signatures  of  two 
more  outstanding  photographers 
also  spring  to  mind.  The  pictures 
of  Karen  Benzian  exhibit  a 
strong,  but  highly  sensitive  voice. 
Her  portraits  invariably  bring  her 
subjects  across  with  a  truthful¬ 
ness  that  is  always  kind  and  con¬ 
siderate,  never  painful  or  harsh. 

Her  stylistic  choice  of  soft 
lighting  and  printing  perfectly 
complement  her  voice. 

Last  but  not  least,  Aiiza 
Auerbach's  voice  comes  off  her 
pictures,  indelibly  rich. in  warmth 
and  subtlety..  She"  styles'  h#  i 
images'  to -capture  foe-fieetirig  j 
nuances  of  her  subjects.  Her  sTg-  ’ 
nature  is  marked  by  a  very  indi-  | 
vidual  sense  of  visual  artistry  and  1 
cleanness  of  composition. 

Your  photographic  signature,  4 

like  your  written  signature,  t 

should  not  be  contrived,  but 
allowed  to  flow  naturally.  Let 
your  interests  determine  where 
you  take  your  camera. 
Experience  will  teach  you  what 
to  photograph,  but  do  net  ignore 
your  instincts.  Do  not  be  afraid  to 
experiment  or  change  your  style. 

Do  not  be  afraid  to  expose 
yourself  to  the  work  of  other  pho¬ 
tographers.  Try  to  identify  the 
elements  you  like,  but  avoid  con¬ 
sciously  copying  whole  signa¬ 
tures.  In  die  end,  if  you  like  your 
photographic  signature,  chances 
are  other  people  will  as  welL

Perhaps  it  took  an  inhuman 
partnership  to  overcome  this  chi¬ 
canery,  as  North  (GIB-2)  raised  to 
five  diamonds. 

It  was  at  this  point  critics  of  foe 
GIBs  (showing  that  human  trait  of 
jealousy)  pointed  out  that  a  well- 
oiled  North -South  partnership 
would  have  been  able  to  mahe  a 
responsive  double  of  four  hearts 
with  the  North  cards,  allowing 
South  to  bid  four  spades  and  play

Second-largest  diamond  exporter 


facing  liquidity  difficulties 


Industry  expert  Lorenzi  Diamonds  accumulated  $100m.  in  debt 


By  DAN  GERSTENFELD 


Lorenzi  Diamonds,  the  country's  second- 
largest  diamond  exporter,  is  facing  serious 
cash-flow  problems,  industry  sources  said 
yesterday. 

The  sources  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  that 
millions  of  dollars  worth  of  checks  distrib¬ 
uted  by  the  company  bounced  on  Sunday. 

Lorenzi  owes  Bank  Leumi,  United 
Mizrahi  Bank  and  Israel  Discount  Bank 
some  $60  million.  In  addition,  its  debt  to 
other  diamond  dealers  is  another  $40m. 

The  banks  involved  in  the  potentially  bad 
debts  refused  to  comment  for  attribution, 
but  senior  banking  sources  confirmed  fee 
report. 

Yossi  Lorenzi,  the  company  owner,  was 
not  available  for  comment. 

Haim  Even-Zohar,  who  edits  the  diamond 
industry's  leading  newsletter  Mazal 


U’vracha  Diamond  Magazine  and  is  very 
close  to  Lorenzi,  confirmed  the  report  but 
said  the  total  assets  of  the  company  exceed 
its  debt. 

"There  are  at  the  moment  cash-flow  prob¬ 
lems  caused  by  slow  payments  of  overseas 
customers,”  he  said,  adding  that  the  banks 
are  currently  meeting  wife  fee  company  “so 
feat  fee  problem  can  be  satisfactorily 
solved,"  and  that  Lorenzi  intends  to  meet  all 
his  business  obligations. 

One  banking  source  said  Lorenzi  owes 
some  530m.  to  Israel  Discount  Bank,  while 
fee.  remaining  $30 m.  is  divided  between 
United  Mizrahi  Bank  and  Bank  Leumi. 

The  future  of  fee  company  is  still  not 
clear,  and  diamond  dealers  fear  that  if  the 
talks  reach  a  deadlock  the  banks  might  seek 
to  have  Lorenzi  declared  bankrupt. 

According  to  Even-Zohar,  however,  liq¬ 
uidity  problems  are  not  uncommon  in  the 


diamond  industry,  and  he  believes  feat 
Lorenzi’s  difficulties  will  be  resolved  “with¬ 


in  days.” 

Industry  sources  said  feat  if  Lorenzi  is 
declared  bankrupt,  it  would  not  only  be  the 
largest  bankruptcy  in  fee  diamond  industry 
in  fee  last  decade  but  also  one  of  fee  largest 
of  its  kind  in  the  entire  business  sector,  and 
as  such  would  impact  fee  entire  banking 
sector. 

Such  a  development  would  also  have  a 
widespread  effect  on  an  already  embattled 
diamond  industry,  where  more  bankruptcies 
might  follow  that  of  such  a  major  industry 
player. 

Diamond  dealers  said  the  meteoric  rise  of 
39-year-old  Yossi  Lorenzi  is  almost 
unprecedented. 

“During  the  last  four  years  he  expanded 
his  business  at  an  amazing  pace  by  borrow¬ 
ing  money  from  banks,”  said  one  dealer. 


“Apparently  the  main  problem  is  feat  he  is 
suffering  from  negative  cash  flow  in  fee 
US,"  said  the  source.  “1  guess  that  his  fore¬ 
casts  were  too  optimistic." 

Lorenzi,  who  last  year  was  ranked  as 
Israel 's  ihird-largest  diamond  producer  wife 
exports  of  over  $  176.8m.,  has  since  then 
expanded  and  become  fee  second -largest 
diamond  exporter. 

The  diamond  industry  has  been  suffering 
from  growing  difficulties,  as  exports  to 
Southeast  Asia  fell  by  more  than  50  percent 
following  the  Asian  financial  crisis. 

During  the  first  seven  months  of  fee  year 
diamond  exports  declined  by  15%  to  $2.94 
billion  from  $3. 48b.  a  year  ago. 

The  ■  Israel  Diamond  Manufacturers 
Association  said  earlier  this  year  that  during 
the  last  year  2,000  workers  left  fee  industry, 
raising  the  namber  of  layoffs  during  fee  last 
several  years  to  7,000. 


UK  blocks 
Ladbroke’s 
takeover 
of  Coral

LONDON  (Reuters)  -  The 
attempt  by  British  hotel  and  leisure 
company  Ladbioke  Group  Pic  to 
take  over  rival  betting  shop  opera¬ 
tor  Coral  fell  at  die  last  hurdle  yes¬ 
terday  as  fee  government  ordered  it 
to  sell  off  fee  chain  within  six 
months. 

Ladbroke's  deal  to  buy  fee  891- 
strong  chain  collapsed  as  Britain’s 
Trade  and  Industry  Minister  Ifeter 
Mandelson  ordered  fee  company  to 
sell  off  fee  Coral  betting  shops  that 
it  acquired  only  last  December  for 
£376  million. 

Mandelson  agreed  wife  the  find¬ 
ings  of  a  Monopolies  and  Mergers 
Commission  (MMQ  enquiry  and 
the  advice  of  die  director  general  of 
Fair  Trading  that  merger  between 
Britain's  No.  1  betting  shop  opera¬ 
tor  Ladbioke  and  die  third  largest 
player  Coral  would  act  against  the 
public  interest. 

“I  therefore  accept  fee  MMC's 
unanimous  conclusion  that  the 
merger  is  against  the  public  inter¬ 
est,  wife  adverse  effects  on  price 
competition,  innovation  and 
choice,  to  the  detriment  of  the  pun¬ 
ters,”  he  said  in  a  statement. 

The  deal  had  been  referred  to  die 
MMC  for  a  full  enquiry  in  March 
by  then  trade  and  industry  minister 
Margaret  Beckett,  and  it  marks 
Mandelson’s  first  major  decision 
on  competition  policy  since  he  took 
over  fee  ministerial  post  in  July. 

Analysts  speculated  that  groups 
such  as  Stanley  Leisure  Pic  and  fee 
state-owned  Tote  would  be  leading 
candidates  that  may  be  interested  in 
Coral.

Yishai,  contractors  clash  over  Palestinian  workers

Employers'  representatives  yesterday  hit  out 
at  Labor  and  Social  Affairs  Minister  Eli  Yishai 
after  he  accused  them  of  preventing  13,000 
Palestinian  workers  from  entering  the  countiy. 

Yishai  claimed  the  workers  are  entitled  to 
enter  under  an  agreement  between  his  ministry 
and  fee  government  coordinator  in  the  territo¬ 
ries. 

While  17,000  workers  were  permitted  to 
cross  fee  various  checkpoints,  Yishai  claimed  a 
further  13,000  were  prevented  from  doing  so  as 
4,000  Israeli  employers,  mainly  contractors, 
refused  to  comply  wife  new  regulations  which 


would,  have  facilitated  the  additional  influx  of 
workers. 

An  agreement  between  the  ministry  and  the 
coordinator  allows  for  as  many  as  30,000  daily 
work  permits  to  be  granted  to  Palestinians 
while  a  closure  is  in  place  on  the  territories. 
However,  Yishai  claimed  fee  employers  arc  not 
prepared  to  sign  documentation  stating  that 
they  accept  full  responsibility  for  the  workers 
and  their  actions. 

Employers  say  they  cannot  be  expected  to 
take  on  a  security  role. 

“You  think  each  employer  should  be  respon¬ 
sible  if  a  Palestinian  commits  an  act  of  terror,” 
said  Association  of  Constructors  and  Builders 


director-general  Shmuel  Arad. 

Meanwhile,  Yishai  rejected  a  call  from  con¬ 
tractors  to  distribute  further  permits  to  foreign 
workers,  rather  than  pushing  for  greater 
reliance  on  Palestinians.  As  long  as  fee  closure 
remains  temporary.  Yishai  said  he  will  not 
countenance  increasing  the  number  of  foreign 
workers. 

“Integrating  Palestinians  into  the  workplace 
will  contribute  to  fee  peace  process  and  this  is 
far  more  preferable  than  employing  foreign¬ 
ers.”  Yishai  said 

His  ministry  intends  to  seek  additional  work 
permits  for  Palestinians,  including  those  allow¬ 
ing  for  overnight  stays.

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Dow  Jones  surges  3.3  % 


Wall  Street 


Stocks  shot  higher  yesterday, 
adding  257  points  to  the  Dow,  as 
US  Federal  Reserve  Chairman 
Alan  Greenspan  gave  the.  clearest 
signal  yet  that  he'll  fight  the  global 
economic  crisis  with  Tower  interest 
rates. 

The  Dow  Jones  industrial  aver¬ 
age  surged  to  8,154  by  the  close, 
its  highest  finish  in  a  month,  with 
more  than  half  of  the  257-point 
gain  coming  during  the  final  hour 
of  trading. 

The  3.3-percent  gain  left  the  Dow 
more  than  200  points  above  this 
year’s  starting  point  of  7,908.25, 
but  still  about  1 ,200  below  the  July 
17  record  of  9,337.97. 

Broader  stock  indicators  also, 
posted  big  gains  as  Greenspan  told 
a  Senate  panel  that  Fed  officials 
understood  the  need  to  act  quickly 
to  contain  die  widening  global  cri¬ 
sis.  fueling  hopes  for  an  interest 
rate  cut  at  next  week's  Fed  policy 
meeting. 

Greenspan,  who  last  week 
dashed  hopes  for  a  multinational 
rate  cut  in  his  remarks  to  a  House 
panel,  answered  a  question  by  say¬ 
ing  no  decision  has  been  made  yet 
because  policy  makers  have  not 
yet  met. 

But  he  stressed  that  his  col¬ 
leagues  at  the  Fed  were  aware  of 
the  seriousness  of  the  crisis,  which 
began  1 4  months  ago  in  Asia,  has 
now  spread  to  Russia  and  is  threat¬ 
ening  to  strike  Latin  America 
nexLT  think  we  know  where  we 
have  to  go,"  Greenspan  said.  “We 
don't  underestimate  the  problem."

Stocks  rose  as  the  government 
completed  a  public  offering  of  a 
stake  in  Bank  Leumi  amid  specu¬ 
lation  that  investors  paid  more 
than  the  asking  price. 

Bank  Leumi  gained  034  percent 
to  NIS  5.86.  That  helped  the  Maof 
Index  of  the  25  largest  companies 
to  gain  0.68%  to  295.96,  with  12 
shares  gaining,  1 1  dropping,  and 
two  unchanged. 

The  government,  which  set  a 
minimum  share  price  of  NIS  5.80 
for  the  sale,  expects  to  raise  a  total 
of  MIS  1.1  billion  from  the  sale  of 
15%  of  the  bank.  A  pre-offering 
presentation  to  foreign  institution¬ 
al  investors  won  commitments  for 
$80  million  worth  of  shares. 

"Everyone  is  sure  [the  offering] 
will  close  above  the  minimum,"  at 
around  NIS  6.30,  said  Merav 
Alazraki.  an  assistant  investment 
manager  at  Meitav  Ltd. 

The  offering  will  leave  the  state 
with  a  44%  stake  in  the  bank. 

“In  these  days  of  global  crises, 
almost  no  one  can  raise  money" 
said  Eli  Nahum,  head  trader  at 
Zannex  Securities  Ltd.  “The  fact 
that  we  are  able  to  raise  money 
here  in  this  stock  exchange  is  a 
sign  of  strength  for  the  Israeli 
stock  market" 

Bank  Leumi  was  the  most  active 
issue,  with  NIS  63.4  million  in 
transactions. 

Israel  Discount  Bank  advanced 
0.8  percent  to  3.73.  The  govern¬ 
ment  is  in  the  process  of  selling  a 
30%-53%  controlling  stake  in  the 
bank.

Asia 


Japanese  stocks  rebounded  from 
a  12-year  low  on  expectations 
Prime  Minister  Keizo  Obuchi  will 
be  pressured  to  promise  more  mea¬ 
sures  to  lift  the  economy  in  his 
meeting  with  US  President  Bill 
Clinton. 

Honda  Motor  Co.  and  drugmak- 
ers  Sankyo  and  Yamanouchi 
Pharmaceutical  led  the  rally, 
spurred  by  a  late-aftemoon  surge 


in  benchmark  index  futures. 

"Optimists  are  few  and  far 
between,  but  a. lot  of  people  had 
built  up  positions  against  the  mar¬ 
ket  they  had  to  cover."  said 
Masayoshi  Sato,  an  assistant  man¬ 
ager  at  Toyo  Securities  Co-’s  deriv¬ 
ative  dealing  department.  “You 
never  know  what  could  happen." 

The  benchmark  Nikkei  225 
index  rose  192.51  points,  or 
1.42%,  to  13,789.81.  The  Topix 
index  of  all  shares  on  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  Ihe  Tokyo  Stock  Exchange 
gained  238  points,  or  023%,  to 
1050.17. 

Sankyo  rose  100  yen  to  3,200 
and  Yamanouchi  gained  60  yen  to 
3,000  as  investors  generally 
favored  beaten-down  shares  in 
industries  seen  as  relatively 
immune  to  recession. 

East  Japan  Railway  Co.,  which 
climbed  13,000  yen  to  732,000, 
was  one  of  only  nine  stocks  on 
Japanese  exchanges  to  record  a 
52-week  high  -  versus  221  lows. 

“Most  of  the  buying  we're  see¬ 
ing  in  the  cash  market  is  in  defen¬ 
sive  shares  like  pharmaceuticals 
and  railroads  -  it's  investment  by 
default,"  said  Tsuguya  Onozuka,  a 
supervisor  at  Yamatane  Securities 
Co.’s  trading  department- 

Honda  rose  140  yen  to  4,140  on 
expectations  recent  price  tills 
weren’t  justified  by  profit 
prospects.  The  automaker’s  shares 
plunged  more  than  7%  on  Tuesday 
on  concerns  a  US  slowdown  may 
stunt  earnings  growth. 

Nikkei  225  futures  for 
December  delivery  rose  310 
points  in  Osaka  to  13,780;  those 
traded  in  Singapore  gained  225 


points  to  13,770. 

Today  the  market  will  be  closed 
for  the  autumnal  equinox  national 
holiday. 


Europe 

UK  stocks  rose  for  a  second  day 
yesterday,  led  by  oil  stocks,  after 
oil  ministers  said  they  are  wining 
to  cut  production  further  to  boost 
oil  prices. 

Tire  benchmark  FT-SE  100 
Index  rose  111.4  points,  or  2.1 8%, 
to  5214.7.  That  still  leaves  the 
Index  just  breaking  even  this  year, 
after  stocks  plunged  worldwide  in 
recent  weeks  on  concern  slowing 
economies  will  crimp  demand. 

"We’re  at  the  beginning  of  a  bot- 
iomirig-out  process,"  said  Alan 
Harris,  the  chief  executive  of 
Burrough  Johnstone  Asset 
Management  Harris  said  he'd  buy 
oil  stocks  because  they  “aren't 
going  to  go  bust  -  we’ve  seen  the 
oil  price  till  and  a  lot  of  that  is  in 
the  price." 

Shell  Transport  &  Trading  Co. 
rose  24p  to  371,  while  British 
Petroleum  gained  29p  to  879. 
Together,  they  added  21.6  points 
to  the  benchmark  index's  gains. 

Oil  ministers  from  the  Persian 
Gulf  and  Algeria  announced  yes¬ 
terday  "all  possible  options"  are 
on  the  table  to  improve  oil  prices, 
“including  further  reductions  in 
oil  production." 

British  Telecommunications 
rose  Up  to  839.5,  Cable  & 
Wireless  gained  38p  to  558,  and 
Vbdafone  added  1 7Jp  to  747.

Yen  dampens  as  Japan  reform  hopes  dim 


The  dollar  extended  gains 
against  the  yen,  rising  for  a  fourth 
day  to  its  strongest  in  nine  days,  as 
a  holdup  in  Japanese  bank  reform 
legislation  fueled  concern  the 
nation's  recession  may  worsen. 

“Japan  is  an  economic  and 
financial  mess,"  said  David 
Brown,  the  chief  economist  at 
Bear  Steams  International,  who 
sees  the  dollar  rising  to  160  yen 
in  the  coming  months.  “The 
growing  cost  of  the  bank  bailout, 
political  tension  and  economic 
gloom  are  millstones  around  the 
yen's  neck." 

The  dollar  rose  as  high  as 
136.93  yen,  and  was  up  more 
than  1  yen  at  136.63  from  late 
Tuesday  in  London.  It  also  rose 
against  the  mark,  to  1 .6885  marks 
from  1.6833  Tuesday,  on  evi¬ 
dence  German  inflation  is  slow  so 
the  Bundesbank  is  unlikely  to 
raise  rates  soon. 


The  dollar  has  advanced  3  per¬ 
cent  against  the  yen  to  is  week,  as 
Japan’s  ruling  Liberal 
Democratic  Party  and  opposition 
parties  wrangled  over  the  content 
of  a  compromise  plan  they 
reached  Friday  to  bail  out  tbe 
country’s  banks. 

“We  are  negative  on  tbe  yen,  so 
we  see  the  dollar  appreciating 
against  it,"  said  Stuart  Kinnexsley, 
who  helps  oversee  more  than  $1 S 
billion  in  fixed-income  assets  at 
Nikko  Global  Asset  Management 

Still,  he  said,  “against  the  mark, 
the  dollar  is  vulnerable."  The 
Japanese  banking  industry’s  bur¬ 
den  of  as  much  as  $1  trillion  in 
problem  loans  helped  push  tbe 
country  into  its  worst  recession  in 
five  decades.  Until  the  banks  are 
healthy  enough  to  make  new 
loans,  the  economy  isn’t  likely  to 
improve,  analysts  said. 

“Until  there’s  some  hope  of  a 
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financial  package  passing,  there 
isn’t  any  hope  of  the  economy 
turning  around,"  said  Steven 
Mansell,  a  senior  strategist  at 
BNP  Capita]  Markets. 

“Prospects  for  a  recovery  have 
been  pushed  back  well  into  next 
year.  That's  going  to  drag  the  yen 
lower,”  to  140  per  dollar  by  year- 


end,  he  said. 

US  President  Bill  Clinton 
Tuesday  urged  Japanese  Prime 
Minister  Keizo  Obuchi  to  press 
ahead  with  reforms  to  help  revive 
Japan’s  economic  growth. 

“We  have  our  concerns  about 
the  reform  of  the  Japanese  bank¬ 
ing  system,"  White  House  press 
secretary  Mike  McCurry  said 
after  Clinton  and  Obuchi  met  for 
an  hour.  “We  noted  the  strong 
concern  we  had  about  that.” 

Obuchi  told  Clinton  Japan  is 
taking  “all  appropriate  measures" 
to  stimulate  an  economic  recovery 
and  stabilize  tbe  banking  system,  - 
though  investors  weren’t  reas¬ 
sured. 

“There  was  no  hint  [from 
Obuchi]  of  any  progress  yet  on 
reform  of  the  Japanese  banking 
system,  and  so  the  dollar  remains 
firm  versus  the  yen,"  said 
Padhraic  Garvey,  a  senior  market 


strategist  at  ABN  Amro  Bank. 

The  mark,  fell  against  the  dollar 
after  consumer  price  reports  reaf¬ 
firmed  German  interest  rates 
don’t  need  to  rise.  In  Bavaria,  one 
of  Western  Germany’s  four 
largest  states,  prices  fell  03%  in 
the  month  to  mid-September, 
after  falling  0.1%  in  AngusL 
Another  state,  Hesse,  reported 
consumer  prices  also  fell  0.3%. 

Another  report  showed  German 
producer  prices  fell  a  larger- 
than -expected  0.2%  in  August 
from  July,  down  for  tbe  third- 
straight  month.  Analysts  polled 
by  Bloomberg  News  expected 
prices  to  fell  0.1%  in  the  month, 
aftef  falling  0.2%  in  July. 

“On  domestic  grounds,  the 
Bundesbank  could  cut  rates."  said 
Gerard  Lyons,  chief  economist  at 
DKB  International.  “But  EMU 
factors  point  to  rates  staying 
unchanged."  (Bloomberg)

rose  as  much  as  24  cents,  or  1.7 
percent,  to  $14.73  a  barrel  on  the

Exchange,  its  highest  since  June 
24,  after  a  weekly  industry  repot 
showed  a  greater- than-expec ted 
drop  in  US  inventories. 

US  crude  oil  inventories 
declined  by  9.087  million  bands 
to  316.8  million  barrels  in  the 
week  ended  September  18  -  the 
biggest  decline  since  July  1997  - 
the  American  Petroleum  Institute 
said  in  its  latest  weekly  report, 
released  after  tbe  close  of  trading 
last  night 

Inventories  are  now  at  their  low¬ 


est  level  since  January  9  and  the 
drop  was  more  titan  double  the 
biggest  decline  predicted  by  eight 
analysts  surveyed  by  Bloomberg 
News. 

The  fell  reflected  disruptions  to 
production  in  and  imports  from 
the  Gulf  of^  Mexico  due  to  bad 
weather.

US  bonds  little  changed  amid  expectations  for  rate  cut 


US  bonds  were  little  changed, 
with  yields  near  record  lows, 
amid  expectations  the  Federal 
Reserve  may  cut  interest  rates  as 
early  as  next  week  to  spur  eco¬ 
nomic  growth. 

“Certainly  there  is  a  possibility 
that  it  will  happen”  and  that 
chance  is  helping  bolster  bonds, 
said  William  Lloyd,  bonds  strate¬ 
gist  at  Barclays  Capital  Inc. 

The  benchmark  30-year  rose 
1/32,  or  31  cents  per  dlrs  1,000 
bond,  leaving  the  yield 
unchanged  at  5.15  percent.  The 
two-year  note  yield  fell  2  basis 
points  to  4.62%. 

Bonds  got  a  boost  after  an  arti¬ 


cle  in  the  Washington  Post  by 
Fed-watcher  John  Berry  indicated 
there  are  “growing  signs"  that 
Fed  Chairman  Alan  Greenspan 
may  propose  an  interest-rate  cut 
at  next  Tuesday’s  Fed  policy 
meeting.  The  article  cited  recent 
comments  by  Greenspan  and 
New  York  Fed  President  WQliam 
McDonough,  pointing  to  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  slowing  US  growth. 

Putting  pressure  on  bonds, 
though,  were  gains  in  stocks  in 
Hoag  Kong  and  across  Europe, 
which  dimmed  tbe  allure  of 
Treasuries  as  a  haven.  The 
December  futures  contract  on  the 
Standard  &  Poor's  500  Index  also

How  the  EuroLeague  works 


The  24  clubs  participating  in  foe  EuroLeague  are  divided  into  four 
groups  of  six  teams. 

After  each  team  feces  foe  five  ofoer  clubs  in  its  group  twice,  all  teams 
advance  to  the  next  stage,  taking  their  records  with  them.  , 

The  top  three  teams  in  each  group  form  a  bracket  with  the  bottom  three 
clubs  from  another  group. 

In  file  newly  formed  pools,  each  club  plays  foe  three  new  teams  in  its 
group  twice.  The  results  of  those  six  games  are  combined  with  foe  results 
from  foe  first  10  games,  and  foe  top  four  from  each  of  the  four  groups 
advance  to  the  Final  16. 

-  In  the  Final  16  the  format  switches  to  a  best-of-three  mini  series,  with 
fiie  top  team  in  one  pool  playing  the  fourth-placed  team  in  another  group 
and  the  second-placed  teams  playing  the  third-placed  clubs  in  another 
group.  The  higher-placed  teams  have  the  home-court  advantage. 

The  eight  survivore  of  that  round  advance  to  foe  quarterfinals,  which  is 
also  a  best-of-three  series. 

Those  victors  move  on  to  foe  Final  Four,  where  foe  semifinals  and 
finals  are  both  one  contest. 

The  team  which  finishes  last  in  each  of  the  four  second  groups  forfeits 
i&  country’s  slot  in  the  EuroLeague  the  following  season. 

Those  riots  are  taken  by  each  country  which  has  a  team  advance  to  the.
